Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 58 


The Following Resolution Memorializing Congress Rela- 


tive to Importation of Foreign Labor to the Ranch 
and Agricultural Areas Was Passed by the 
Texas State Senate and Deserves the 
Attention of Everyone Interested 
in Agricultural Labor 


HEREAS, By reliable sources it is reported 
W\ the AFL-CIO through the medium of “The 
National Sharecroppers Fund” and other like 
organizations, financed and inspired by AFL-CIO, 
purposes to become dominant in, and ultimately con- 
trol, livestock, farmers and agricultural groups and 
organizations; and 
WHEREAS, It becomes apparent one of the an- 
nounced objectives of such campaign will be “The 
elimination or curtailment of the foreign labor im- 
portation program so as to create a national farm 
labor shortage”; and 
WHEREAS, It also becomes apparent such pur- 
pose and such objective have been embraced by the 
Federal Department of Labor and such Department, 
by administrative regulation and interpretation, is 
supporting such movement and, unless the plan is 
arrested, will obtain its objective, and will stop, for 
all practical purposes, any further importation of 
foreign labor to the ranch and agricultural areas of 
the Nation; and 
WHEREAS, The proposed regulations of the Sec- 
retary of Labor direct the payment of foreign labor 
of the “prevailing wage rate paid in the area to 
domestic agricultural workers similarly employed” 
and will result in the determination and fixing by the 
Secretary of Labor of the wages required to be paid 
which will deprive the people of the State of Texas 
of the use of such labor and will also deprive foreign 
laborers from this source of employment; and 
WHEREAS, The index of farm and ranch wages 
in the past nine years has already increased far 
beyond other comparable wages, and the cost of farm 
operation, including the tax burden, has also greatly 
increased, and will continue to increase; and 
WHEREAS, It is imperative that all farm, live- 
stock and agricultural organizations in Texas, and the 
leadership of same, be immediately advised of this 
operation and the rapid progress thereof; that such 
organizations immediately communicate with their 
associates and like organizations in the other agri- 
cultural states of the Nation so as to apprise them of 
the threat posed to the agricultural economy of the 
Nation; now, therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, By the Senate of the State of Texas, 
the House of Representatives concurring, that all 
leaders in the livestock, farm and agricultural asso- 
ciations in the State of Texas be called upon to im- 
mediately investigate the situation hereinabove de- 
scribed; that the members and leaders thereof for-

Cattle and Calves on Feed 


Texas Shows Sharp Increase Over Number in Feed 
Lots a Year Ago 


HE number of cattle and calves on feed July 1, 
“Tse, in 21 major feeding states totaled 5,128,- 

000 head, according to the Crop Reporting 
Board. In these same 21 states, 5,891,000 head were 
on feed April 1 and 6,225,000 head were on feed Janu- 
ary 1. 

In the 13 feeding states for which comparable 
data are available, 4,704,000 head were on feed July 
1, 1959—10 per cent above the 4,281,000 head on feed 
a year earlier and a record high July 1 total for the 
series which began in 1955. 

Texas Cattle Feeding Up Sharply 

Cattle and calves being fed for market in Texas 
on July 1, 1959, were estimated at 143,000 head, ac- 
cording to the Texas Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service. This is a seasonal decline of 5 per cent from 
the 150,000 on feed April 1, but a sharp increase of 
34 per cent above the number on feed July 1 a year 
ago.

WE'VE GOT A 


R. RUFUS COX, Head of Kansas 
1) State University’s Animal Hus- 
bandry Department, recently 


made the following statement at a re- 
search meeting in Kansas City: 


“We should all be more careful 
not to talk about and not to write 
about the ‘red meat’ type steer, as 
though we don’t have one. We’ve 
got the best steers in the world and 
I believe we’re pretty well agreed on 
that. I don’t think we mean type. If 
there is some fault in some of the 
meat we’re getting, it may be be- 


cause we’re feeding our cattle too 
far. 

“A still worse problem is_ that 
there are wide variations within the 
same type—the amount of ‘red meat’ 
they have—and we haven’t figured 
out definite measures of determin- 
ing it in the live animal. We’re mak- 
ing progress, but in the meantime 
we’re writing and talking too much 
about the meat type steer, implying 
that we don’t have any such thing 
and that we ought to make a radical 
change in type. I don’t believe any 
of us mean that at all. 

“We must admit that any live- 
stock improvement — lasting im- 
provement—that we’ve had in the 
last four hundred years has come 
about through evolution and _ not 
revolution. I don’t believe that we 
should keep on implying that we 
don’t now have a meat type steer.” 


Dr. Cox very adequately and appro- 
priately sums up the feeling of a large 
share of our cattle producing people. 
Cattlemen get just a little riled up with 
some of the stories and speeches which 
leave the distinct impression that today’s 
market topping cattle are all wrong, and 
that the so-called meat type steer is a 
very sudden and completely different 
discovery. 

That most beef eaters, which includes 
just about everyone in this country, do

PROGRESS 
WITH

IS THE 
STORY OF 
GANADERA 
SAN 
GERONIMO

is one of Mexico’s most interest- 

ing and progressive beef cattle 
ranches. It is in the State of Coahuila 
and some 76 airline miles a little south 
and west from Eagle Pass, Texas. The 
distance by road, provided you can find 
the road, is about double the air mileage. 
Because of its location, climatic condi- 
tions and the character of the soil— 
predominantly rough or rolling, it is 
essentially limited to the production of 
beef cattle. All work on the ranch is 
done by Mexican labor that has better 
than average living conditions. 

Don Urbano Santos is manager of the 
property. A number of years ago he 
came to the property for some special 
work and did not expect to be there more 
than three months, but it turned into a 
permanent job. He was born near Muz- 
quiz, an early-day settlement about 60 
miles east of the ranch headquarters. His 
mother’s people were of Spanish descent 
and settled there in the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury according to some old land records. 

Atilano Bustos is the caporal (range 
boss) at Ganadera San Geronimo, S. A. 
He, too, was born nearby and is thor- 
oughly familiar with ranching under con- 
ditions which prevail at this property. 
The ranch furnishes employment to a 
number of people, and quite a few of 
them have families who live on the prop- 
erty. There is a school for ranch chil- 
dren. 


HEREFORDS FOR UPGRADING 


The operation of this beef cattle prop- 
erty differs in one respect from most 
of its neighbors—the management has 


pinned its faith on the exclusive use of 
Hereford cattle in a successful effort to 
upgrade the beef making qualities of the 
animals that consume the range grasses. 
No crossbreeding program has been prac- 
ticed for a number of years. For several 
years the regular operating program has 
been to purchase from 40 to 50 regis- 
tered Hereford bulls. Most of them have 
been secured in Texas, but some of them 
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came from Oklahoma herds. The cow 
herd is comparable to good herds of 
commercial Herefords in the States. An 
effort is being made to increase the 
available supply of breeding stock for 
neighboring ranchers. 

While eliminating one of its problems, 
Ganadera San Geronimo, S. A., has cre- 
ated another one, but it has fortified 
itself against it. Cattle in this area have 
for years been infested with fever ticks. 
Some of the old time Mexican cowboys 
will tell you that the first ticks in the 
area came from Texas. 

Some years back the management put 
in some dipping vats. Their primary use 
was an overall cattle pest control prac- 
tice. This was just one of the many un- 
dertakings that came into general use 
in an effort to improve the quality as 
well as the quantity of beef produced on 
the property. 

Bringing tick-free bulls into the ranch 
for breeding purposes involved a con- 
siderable hazard as well as a lot of 
extra expense. One of the practices to 
handle this situation was to purchase 
bull calves and send them to Texas A&M 
College at College Station to be immu- 
nized against fever ticks. The dipping 
program was continued, and before they 
realized what they were doing it was 
discovered that the ranch had _ been 
cleaned of fever ticks. 

This was a gratifying situation in one 
respect, but it did present a different 
and unwelcomed problem in the form 
of what would happen if tick infested 
animals from some neighboring ranch 
got into the ranch pasture and mixed 
with its clean cattle. It would mean an 
outbreak of cattle fever and a reinfesta- 
tion of the ranch property. There was 
just one thing to do, and the work was 
started without delay—build a new fence 
some 15 feet away from fence lines of 
neighboring ranches with infected herds. 
This left a lane 15 feet wide and miles 
long that is checked each day by pas- 
ture riders to determine if any cattle 
have strayed into this neutral zone of no 
cattle land. 


SEASONAL DIPPING 


Seasonal dipping is being continued as 
a general health practice. Now it is very 
comforting and much more economical to 
be able to bring in well bred bulls from 
clean areas for use on the ranch property 
with little concern because of a possible 
loss from fever ticks, which was a cer- 
tainty a few years back. 

Outside pasture gates carry a sign in 
Spanish that warns no tick infested cat- 
tle can be brought inside. Locked gates 
are another precaution. Fences on this 
Mexico ranch will compare favorably 
with the best pasture fences in the 
United States in the size and number of 
fence posts and the number of wires used 
—in fact, they are more like bull pas- 
tures across the Border. 

Water, which is a must for all ranch- 
ing operations in every land and clime, 
is a problem of considerable proportions 
on this Mexico property. There is only 
a limited amount of surface water dur- 
ing wet years and can not be depended 
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upon. Even the drilling of wells for 
water presents problems that would dis- 
courage many people. It can not be found 
in some sections and in others it is very 
deep and expensive to get. Water is a 
never ending battle at Ganadera San 
Geronimo, S. A. in its program to use 
as much of the land as possible. Con- 
siderable money and time are spent each 
year to make water available for the 
livestock in these dry areas. Currently 
the ranch has approximately 130 miles 
of pipeline. It is all one and a half or 
two inch line. This pipeline brings water 
from two major springs situated about 
1000 feet above the valley. These springs 
are historic landmarks and are named 
Carrizo and Neira. 


RENT TEXAS OIL RIG 


A new water campaign for the prop- 
erty was inaugurated this year. The 
management went to a Texas oil field 
and rented a drilling rig capable of drill- 
ing 5,000 feet. It was brought into 
Mexico “in bond” and is being success- 
fully operated with an all Mexican crew. 

The first well drilled in a dry canyon 
was somewhat of a puzzle and it was

HEN approaching the Parker- 
Whitlow Farms feedlot near 
Happy, Texas, just south of Can- 


yon, you are likely to see a workman 
washing down the feedlot with a pres- 
sure hose. Just previously, nearly a mile 
away, while passing an irrigation sys- 
tem watering feed crops, you detected 
something unusual. There was a slight 
odor—peculiar to irrigation water normal 
to the area. Also the water was murky, 
somewhat golden in color. There was 
something about the crops too—they 
looked exceptionally lush and productive. 


UNUSUAL FEEDING SET-UP 
These are but clues to one of the most 


interesting and unusual feeding set-ups 
in the entire nation. Essentially this is

an on-the-farm operation. Particularly 
interesting is the liquid manure handling 
system, unique in that it is tied in with 
a 1200 gallon per minute irrigation well. 
But, let’s save the details until after 
we’ve met the individuals involved in the 
enterprise. 

Managing this endeavor is J. O. Par- 
ker, an animal husbandry graduate of 
New Mexico A&M College. With a back- 
ground of 22 years in the cattle busi- 
ness, the genial Parker says that this is 
the type of operation he has always 
wanted to try. After spending a good 
portion of an afternoon talking to him, 
you sense the many hours of thinking 
and planning that have gone into the 
installation. His partner, Pete Whitlow, 
has many years experience in the feed 


a 
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and grain business. The combined talents 
of these two men provide the experience 
so valuable to such an operation. 
With a present capacity of 500 head, 
the feedlot is set up on a strip 60 feet 
wide by 1050 feet long. This area is then 
divided into five pens 60 feet by 210 feet 
in size. Depending upon size, 100 animals 
can be placed in each pen. This allows 
about 2.1 feet of trough space per ani- 
mal, which upon observing the animals 
feed appears to be exactly right. Down 
one side of the 1050 foot lot is a con- 
tinuous concrete feed trough with a small \ 
gutter down the other side. The feedlot 
is paved throughout with four inches of ; Sump 
concrete. This feature provides several " 
benefits. The most important of these 
benefits is the freedom from weight 
penalizing mud. The paving also facili- 
tates the flushing operation.

CATTLE FED TWICE DAILY

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MANURE FLUSHED INTO GUTTER 


Manure is removed from the pens 
weekly by flushing. This appears to be 
an easy operation with the four-inch 
hose stream under about 50 pounds per 
square inch pressure. The hose operator 
starts next to the feed trough on one 
end of the pen. The manure is flushed 
into the gutter, doing one half of the 
pen at the time. This enables the cattle 
to congregate in half of the pen while 
the laborer is flushing the other half. 
Very noticeable at the Parker-Whitlow 
feedlot is the pronounced lack of odor— 
attributable to the periodic flushing. 
About one inch of manure builds up per 
week in the pens. When questioned re- 
garding the reaction of the cattle to con- 
tinuous confinement on concrete, Parker 
offered an interesting observation. He 
stated that no difficulty at all has been 
encountered; not a single animal has 
developed sore feet. 

The liquid manure flows by gravity 
about a quarter of a mile and into a 
sump. This underground concrete tank 








has a capacity of 10,000 gallons. A non- 
clogging centrifugal sewer pump re- 
moves the slushy like liquid from the 
sump and pumps it another five-eighths 
of a mile to merge with the water from 
a 1200 gallons per minute irrigation well. 
The fertilized irrigation water passes on 
through a conventional underground con- 
crete pipe irrigation system and is di- 
rected onto some 300 acres of fa:m land. 
The productivity of the manure is thus 
re-cycled into the growing of further 
feed crops. 


SPRAY KEEPS CATTLE COOL 


Of interest also is the cooling tech- 
nique which is employed during the hot 
summer months. A pipeline mounted on 
the fence down one side of the feedlot 
is fitted with fogging nozzles. Directed 
into the pens these nozzles deliver a fine 
spray on the animals. Subsequent evapo- 
rative cooling is expected to keep the 
cattle comfortable. 

Is this feedlot paying out from the 
standpoint of economics? The best an- 
swer to this question is Parker’s plans 
for future expansion calling for an 
eventual nine additional strips adjacent 
to the existing pens. The original in- 
stallation was put in on an experimental 
basis to test some of the ideas which 
have now proven workable. 

Parker-Whitlow Farms thus joins the 
movement toward greater production of 
fed-beef in Texas. Three basic factors 
contribute to this trend: (1) the local 
abundance and availability of feed grains 
and cattle; (2) the rapid population 
growth; and (3) the advancing mechan- 
ization of feeding methods. Few other 
areas of the nation can avail themselves

Weaned 94 Per Cent Calf Crop 
From 1000 Hereford Cows 


Arkansas Commercial Cattleman Says Whitefaces Are 
Doing Excellent Job Upgrading Beef Herds 


CV E WEANED a 94 per cent 
calf crop in 1957 from about 
1,000 Hereford cows,” reports 
Arch Smith, Texarkana. The ranchers 
in this part of the country have to wean 
consistently over 90 per cent to make 
a good living in the commercial cattle 
business, In this part of Arkansas, cot- 
ton acreage has been drastically reduced. 
Where there once were 20 gins there 
are now four, and the former cotton 
acreage has been converted to cattle. 
The native Johnson and Bermuda grass 
pastures are taking over the land. Many 
commercial herds have started through 
native cows and graded up with pure- 
bred Hereford bulls. “These cattle are 
working out ideally around here,” Smith 
continued. “They have the quality, scale 
and hardiness we need plenty of 
milk. size, and strong, healthy calves.” 

Until the last few years Smith kept 
all his heifers, trying to build his num- 
bers to take care of the tremendous 
amount of grass he had available. Now 
that the cow herd is nearing 1,000, a 
more rigid culling system will be used 
both in selection of replacement heifers 
and culling cow herd. 


WATCHES BLOODLINES CLOSELY 


In this operation, the bulls are turned 
into the pastures in February, with one 
bull to every 25 cows for the first week. 
Starting the second week, two bulls 
are left in per 100 cows and two are 
held back for feed and rest. They then 
alternate bulls by weeks for the rest 
of the breeding season. The bulls used 
on this ranch are selected by Smith on 
their Hereford type, quality, bone, sub- 


stance, and natural fleshing, and he 
pays particular attention to bloodlines. 
Some bulls are raised from a few regis- 
tered cows on the place and the rest 
are purchased either in state consign- 
ment sales or in individual production 
sales. 

“I tried crossing my cows with an- 
other breed some time back,’ Smith 
said, “and found I was being docked 
2 or 3 cents per pound on the market. 
That stopped the crossing, and I stayed 
with my Herefords.” All the calves on 
the ranch are worked when they are 
two to three months of age. They are 
branded, castrated, vaccinated and de- 
horned at this time in a working chute 
and squeeze. 

“By getting them at this time in their 
lives there is no setback or shock to 
the calves, they go right on gaining and 
growing,’ Smith says. This ranch uses 
a tube-type spoon dehorner. Sufficient 
fly repellant is used to prevent trouble 
with flies and screw worms. 

With a 10-month grazing season, the 
pasture grasses are planned to take ad- 
vantage of the climate. During the cool 
season the Herefords eat oats, rye grass, 
vetch, White Dutch and Crimson clover. 
For the summer pastures they have Ber- 
muda, Dallis grass, lespedeza, Johnson 
and Sudan grass. Even though there is 
some grazing that can be done during 
the other two months of the year, a 
small amount of hay is fed. 

Since the transition from cotton to 
cattle, the producers began to think in 
terms of cattle marketing. They felt 
they were not receiving a fair price for 
the quality they were producing. These 
men realized they were relatively new 
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feeder-calf operators and they needed 
a sales and promotion device since they 
had their herds built up through pure- 
bred bulls to a quality production. They 
decided the answer to their problem was 
a feeder-calf sale. 


FIRST SALE HELD IN 1953 


After consultation with the Arkansas 
state extension service, the first sale 
was held in 1953. The commercial men 
received encouragement and cooperation 
from the purebred Hereford breeders , 
who help the extension service grade; 
the calves. Such sales are good places 
to emphasize the value of better bulls. 
Soon after the first sale, the commercial 
men began to inquire as to the where- 
abouts of Hereford bulls with more 
quality. The lesson of the value of qual- 
ity was being taught in the concrete 
terms of hard cash. No commercial man 
was satisfied with the quality of his 
calves and he kept pressing the pure- 
bred breeder for better bulls. This in 
turn brought on the healthy situation 
where everyone was seeking higher qual- 
ity, and the gears of progress were turn- 
ing at full speed and efficiency. 

As the years and sales have become 
history, the demand for better cattle 
has made the purebred Hereford busi- 
ness and commercial cattle business in 
Arkansas a dynamic factor in the eco- 
nomic growth of the state. The Arkansas 
feeder calf sales are growing in num- 
bers and in quality of cattle. In 1957, 
the Texarkana Feeder-Calf Sale featured 
705 Herefords, with a steer top of $25 
per cwt. and the average weight was 
456 pounds. A total of 94 per cent of 
the cattle went out of the state, which 
means that out-of-state cattle feeders 
are finding the quality that it takes to 
go into feedlots. Arch Smith figures he 
is getting from 2 to 4 cents more for 
his ealves going through the sale than 
he would selling off of his ranch. 

This is because they have a large of- 
fering of uniform quality Herefords, 
which buyers are seeking, and they are 
offered for sale under management that 
is bound to give the buyers a square 
deal. All purchasers at the sales are 
contacted following the sale to see if 
the cattle were satisfactory and if any- 
thing can be done to make the sale 
more desirable from their standpoint. 

The next Texarkana Feeder-Calf Sale 
will be held on Sept. 2, and will feature 
more than 1,000 head.

not eat pure beef fat is nothing start- 
lingly new. You will rarely see anyone 
lay into a big hunk of beef tallow. It’s 
perfectly logical then for some to reason 
that since very few people eat beef fat— 
why have it? 


THREE REASONS FOR FAT 
Just in order to set the record straight, 
there are three main reasons we have 
fat beef. (1) Butchers pay highest prices 
for the fattest cattle, (2) all-lean beef 
simply does not have the quality of well 
“finished” beef and, (3) cattle feeders 
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finish cattle as a means of marketing 
feed crops. 

Feeders don’t get cattle fat just for 
the fun of it. They fatten cattle because 
butchers pay the highest prices for the 
fattest cattle—within grade. I doubt if 
there is a cattle feeder in America who 
wouldn’t be pleased to save time, feed, 
and money by sending his cattle to mar- 
ket without quite as much finish if it 
were just as profitable to do so. 

Butchers argue that they’d rather not 
buy the beef fat, because the consumer 
wants it trimmed off and the retailers 
squawk about having to do so. On the 
other hand, the killers say that in order 
to get the quality of lean meat demand-

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ed, they have to have the fat within the 
lean and that the most accurate guide to 
“marbling,” with live cattle, is the out- 
side fat covering. 

So, around and around it goes. People 
demand lean beef, but they also demand 
tender, juicy, tasty beef. Up to now we 
haven’t found out how to produce all 
lean without sacrificing the quality we 
must have if we’re to keep people eating 
beef and compete with other protein 
foods. The research men are working on 
this problem. They issue periodical prog- 
ress reports, but we ought to be very 
careful not to accept these progress re- 
ports as recommendations. It has been 
only in recent years that meat quality 
has become a major research project, and 
up to now results are wholly insufficient 
to justify any final recommendations to 
cattle breeders.

MARBLING 


Recent studies have indicated that 
“marbling” is not always an accurate 
guide to tenderness and flavor in beef. 
This is an indication not a conclusion, 
and is a bit contrary to what we’ve 
always believed. Moreover, in my opin- 
ion, it will prove to be true only to a 
limited degree. For example, with two 
pieces of Choice beef, one with more 
“marbling” than the other—both well 
“marbled”—that one with the least ““mar- 
bling” might be more tender and tasty. 
This should come as no particular sur- 
prise since there are other factors affect- 
ing the quality. There is very little 
question that “marbling” is one of the 
principle factors that does and should 
determine that a piece of meat is Choice, 
when without such “marbling” it 
wouldn’t and shouldn’t grade above Com- 
mercial. It could be that our grading 
system gives too much credit to “mar- 
bling,” but as long as it is a major 
factor, and as long as well finished cattle 
show the greatest “marbling,” producers 
will and should market fat cattle. 

Some research people believe that we 
can, through selective breeding, produce 
cattle with fully adequate “marbling” 
to grade, taste, and chew well without 
the present amount of outside covering. 
Some argue that it can’t be done, but 
I’m not one of those. I’m sure it can be 
done, but the problem is whether in the 
process we are liable to sacrifice effi- 
ciency of gain, or stamina, or rugged- 
ness, or rustling ability, or some other 
factor that causes our cattle business to 
be so important and generally profit- 
able. 

For what it’s worth to our very fine 
research people, we must consider all 
factors of production costs and profits, 
rather than just the one—how much fat 
and how much trim.

cattle in the first place; namely, to mar- 
ket feed, most of which is unsuited or 
unprofitable for other animals, including 
humans. It will be no particular news 
to anyone that the vast bulk of our beef 
is produced from grass or some other 
roughage. However, only a small amount 
of our total beef comes from animals 
without some grain feeding. 

Farmers and feeders shut cattle up in 
a dry or muddy lot and feed them con- 
centrates for two reasons, maybe three. 
First, to increase the selling price of 
each pound they start with. Just in case 
some city feller reads this, the price 
increase is known as “feeders’ margin.” 
If feeders generally expected the same 
price per pound for fat cattle as for thin 
ones, nobody would feed cattle, especial- 
ly in these days of government guaran- 
teed corn prices. 

The second reason for feeding cattle 
is to sell feed. Usually you can simply 
get more for some crops by selling them 
as beef than you can by selling the same 
crops raw. The third, sometimes a rea- 
son, is that some farmers fatten cattle 
in order to put the manure back on the 
land to maintain or build soil fertility. 
This isn’t too often a reason any more, 
with commercial fertilizers and green 
manure crops, etc. 

MORE MUSCLE, LESS FAT 

At any rate, as long as there is a 
surplus of feed grains in this land, and 
as long as there is a profit margin in 
fattening cattle, we will have fat cattle 
in our markets. I happen to be one of 
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those who believes that many of our 
cattle are marketed with more than an 
adequate amount of finish. In recent 
years we’ve learned a great amount 
about balanced rations and the proper 
use of muscle building feeds, instead of 
fat producing feeds, but we’re still grow- 
ing an enormous amount of corn in the 
U. S. A. and corn produces fat when 
you feed it to cattle, in spite of all you 
can do. Research, no doubt, will continue 
to reveal improvements in feeding for 
more muscle and less fat. 

Now, what does this all mean to a 
purebred Hereford breeder, or to a com- 
mercial cattleman who runs cows? In my 
opinion it means three things: 

First, don’t go tearing off after a fad, 
and attempt to select breeding stock 
completely different to those whose 
record of productivity, performance, and 
profitableness, have stood the tests. 


Second, and this is equally important, 
don’t close your eyes and mind to a new 
and proven discovery made through re- 
search simply because it happens to be 
different from that to which you are 
accustomed. 

Third, don’t mistake a research prog- 
ress report, or someone’s idea, as a fact 
without full proof.

ture opportunity. Reviewing past accom- 
plishments, it is evident that breeders 
face a greater challenge in continued 
breed improvement than ever before and 
as results and goals are achieved, so will 
come financial rewards and the personal 
satisfaction of making a better beef ani- 
mal and a lasting contribution to the 
Hereford breed—the best breed of beef 
cattle on earth.

Hereford Bulls Are Good Ambassadors 


Mexican Ranchers Use Many Purebred Bulls From U. S. to 
Produce Feeders and Stockers for Shipment to U. S.

NE of the United States’ most 
O effective ambassadors to Mexico 

is clothed in the red and white 
coat of a Hereford bull. Literally thou- 
sands of these purebred Herefords cross 
the border annually to serve in the herds 
of Mexican ranchers. In return, many 
thousand head of stockers and feeders 
are exported to this country by the 
breeders from south of the border. 

These Hereford ambassadors do not 
have an easy life, yet they are producing 
some calves that are equal to those any- 
where in the world. This in itself is a 
triumph for the bulls and their breeders 
since most of the Mexican herds started 
from plain, common cows of nondescript 
origin. The white faces and red bodies 
seen in the cow herds today are the 
trademarks of several generations of 
Hereford bulls. 

The terrain in Chihuahua and Sonora 
ranges from snow-capped mountains to 
rolling plains resplendent in their cover- 
ing of lush gramma grasses. Pastures 
are divided in 7,000 to 30,000 acre areas, 
with 25 to 50 acres per cow. Stock water 
is a major problem. The cattle must 
have the stamina and ability to cover a 
large area for food and water. Today, 
following a near disastrous drouth, the 
Mexican ranchers are more aware of this 
situation and are building hundreds of 
stock tanks to remedy it. 


Must Rustle for Themselves 

The ranchers cure very little hay and 
the Herefords have to depend on the 
native grasses for their food the entire 
year. Some cattlemen are _ beginning 
supplemental feeding for their cow herds 
but that is primarily because of mineral 
deficiencies in the native pastures. While 
some ranchers feed their bulls during 
the time they are not in pasture, many 
never take the bulls out of the herd. 


The natural ruggedness and good 
health of Hereford bulls stand them in 
good stead when they are called upon to 
perform their duties over a seven-month 
period on a diet low in phosphorus and 
with a negligible amount of vitamins. 
This accounts for the fact that most 
Mexican buyers want their bulls well 
grown out and developed before they 
are turned into the herds.

in progress for two full years. It began in mid- 
1957 when month-to-month slaughter figures 
for cows and calves dropped significantly below the 
liquidation rates of the preceding years. The momen- 
tum of the build-up is still increasing. This year up- 
wards of 5 million head will be added to inventories— 
according to present indications—compared to last 
year’s 3.5 million. Prices to producers for all “beef” 
cattle sold this year may average $1 a cwt. above a 
year ago—a price probably $3 a cwt. higher than 
would prevail if current production and slaughter 
were in balance with no inventory increase. 
Serious students of the cattle industry are begin- 
ning to ask whether we are headed inevitably for 
another bust like 1953. Such a bust is not inevitable. 
It can be avoided. The question is whether the neces- 
sary steps to prevent it will be taken by a sufficiently 
large number of producers. Present trends do make 
such a bust highly probable—in fact, inevitable if 
these trends run too long. 


Tin build-up in cattle numbers has now been 


SLAUGHTER 


Commercial slaughter of cattle for the first four 
months of this year was down 500 thousand head, or 
6.5 per cent from a year ago. Commercial calf slaugh- 
ter was down 727 thousand head or 21.8 per cent. 

Because the cattle averaged 44 pounds heavier 
this year than last, and yielded a higher average 
dressing percentage (due to more fed cattle and 
fewer cows) the commercial output of beef was 
nearly one per cent greater—even from the 6.5 per 
cent fewer cattle.

Cow slaughter has declined to the lowest level 
for the corresponding months since the comparable 
period of rapid inventory increase in 1951 and 1952. 
In March and April, for the first time since records 
are available—and probably for the first time in his- 
tory—cow slaughter dropped below heifer slaughter. 
By contrast, fed-cattle have comprised an unsually 
large proportion of total slaughter in recent months, 
a factor that explains the unusually high average 
dressing percentage which, in April, reached a record 
level of 57.8 per cent. These factors explain the com- 
paratively abundant supply of beef relative to the 
recent rate of total slaughter. 

These slaughter patterns are typical of the phase 
of an inventory cycle where hold-back of breeding 
stock and expansion of numbers is proceeding at a 
peak rate. This is not to say that the present accu- 
mulation may not continue for an extended additional 
time. It is to say that the slaughter characteristics 
of a rapid expansion period now exist, and experience 
with past cycles tells us that they will not persist 
indefinitely.

will turn upward again. When they do the total 
price structure for cattle will weaken. 


IMPORTS 


Imports of beef and veal—fresh, frozen, pickled 
and canned—reached a level for the first four months 
of this year 50 per cent above the corresponding 
period a year ago. However the quantity was some- 
what below the annual rate of imports reached dur- 
ing the last half of 1958. New Zealand’s shipments 
of boneless cow beef, a major factor in last year’s 
imports, are expected to decline this year due to a 
depletion of this type of cattle in the New Zealand 
herds. Australia, by contrast, will be in our market 
in greater degree, as a result of a revision of the 
Australian meat-trade agreement with Great Britain. 
Shipments to our market from Australia will prob- 
ably more than offset any decrease in New Zealand 
supplies. 


Still another change has occurred with respect to 
shipments to this country from Argentina. Last year 
the Argentine exported 60 million pounds of beef to 
our market, of which about one-quarter was canned 
and three-quarters salt-pickled. Effective May 15 
this year no more salt-cured beef from countries 
infected with hoof and mouth disease can be loaded- 
out for American import. This results from a U.S.D.A. 
ruling following upon research results showing that 
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live virus can survive in such a product. Some of the 
Argentine beef we have been getting in pickled form 
will probably continue to come as canned beef. How- 
ever, the Argentine is in a low period of total beef 
output, and her gross shipments this year are most 
likely to be less than in 1958. 


Imports of live cattle, both for slaughter and 
feeding, were down over 40 per cent during the first 
four months of this year compared to last. Live 
cattle come into this country almost entirely from 
Canada and Mexico. Canadian shipments are ex- 
pected to be down throughout the year because of a 
narrowed price spread between Canadian and U. S. 
markets. Mexican exports to the U. S. likewise prom- 
ise to be less for this year because of a decree by 
the Mexican government in March that all export 
shipments must be licensed. The sum of imports 
from the two countries are almost certain to be less 
this year than in 1958. 

Moreover, it now appears likely that the aggre- 
gate imports of dressed beef and veal and the meat 
equivalent of live cattle may be down for 1959 com- 
pared to last year by as much as the equivalent of a 
quarter-million head.

Furnished with or without 120” dia. galvanized wire fasteners 
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continue remarkably strong. The average retail price 
for all beef through the first quarter was about 4.5c 
a pound above the corresponding period of last year. 
A part of the reason is that the retail supply in re- 
cent months has included an unusually large frac- 
tion of fed beef, and less than the usual proportion 
of products made from cow beef. This, however, is 
not the whole story. Consumer demand for, and pref- 
erence for, beef continues to be a major influence on 
the market. That a beef supply equal to or slightly 
above a year ago—and down only slightly on a per 
capita basis—could sell for a 4 to 5 per cent higher 
retail price, in the face of about 17 per cent more 
pork and 10 per cent more broilers, is largely an 
expression of consumer demand and preference for 
beef. This factor is contributing considerably to the 
fact that prices for all classes of cattle are holding 
at or above year-ago levels. Fed-cattle prices are 
relatively a little stronger than slaughter-cow prices 
—while the prices that are relatively the strongest 
compared to last year are for good and choice feeder 
calves. Assuming no increase in marketings caused 
by drouth-forced liquidation, the prospect is for all 
cattle prices to hold well throughout the rest of this 
year. 


Another point, however, needs emphasis. Con- 
sidering cattle numbers and probable marketings, and 
also prospective supplies of pork and poultry, it seems 
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likely that 1959 will prove to be the high cattle-price 
year of this cycle. This estimate, 6f course, could 
be wrong. The high of price might come next year. 
But the potential further gains from 1959 levels are 
so modest, at best, that anyone holding cattle for 
further speculative price gain is certainly carrying 
a large and increasing risk which the market out- 
look does not seem to justify. 

And another point. Why are slaughter-cow prices 
no higher than they are? This class of cattle is cur- 
rently selling for only slightly more than a year ago, 
even though we have been in the seasonal low of 
cow marketings. Quality fed-cattle are relatively 
stronger compared to last year, although the supply 
of fed beef is up while supplies of cow beef are down. 

Based on FIS slaughter, domestic production of 
cow beef in the first four months was 22 per cent 
below last year—and even when adjusted for pickled 
and fresh or frozen boneless beef imports, is still 
down from last year by 11 per cent. This might 
logically be expected to make slaughter-cow prices 
relatively stronger compared to fed cattle--—but they 
are not. 

Two factors might contribute to the explanation. 
One is that retail prices for hamburger have been 
running 5 to 6c a pound above the corresponding 
months of last year—and with increased supplies and 
lower prices for pork and poultry, a significant num-

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ber of housewives may have been drifting away 
(relatively) from hamburger. We do know that a 
tendency to substitute, when price differentials favor 
substitution, becomes increasingly pronounced with 
time. The second factor is also a substitution. A 
private source which cannot be quoted has provided 
an estimate that the sausage making industry is 
now using about equal proportions of domestic cow 
beef, imported beef, and pork as overall sausage 
ingredients—compared to 60 per cent domestic and 
10 per cent imported beef and 30 per cent pork three 
years ago. The reason for this substitution is price 
differential—just as it is for any substitution that 
housewives are doing. The combination of these two 
tendencies to substitute is probably lowering the 
relative level at which cow beef can sell. 


The history of past cycles indicates that relative 
marketings of cows, and prices for slaughter cows, 
are swing points of major cyclical changes. Whether 
we are approaching such a swing point is not yet 
clear—but cow prices are not currently as relatively 
strong as other factors in the supply picture would 
lead one to expect. It is quite probable, moreover, that 
any significant increase in slaughter-cow marketings 
could cause a considerable price softening from pres- 
ent levels. 


August 
THE NUMBERS BUILD-UP 


A U.S.D.A. analysis of the cattle outlook dated 
May 12, 1959 presents two projections of cattle num- 
bers and slaughter for the years 1959 to 1965. One of 
these assumes “continued rapid expansion” and the 
other “slowing expansion.” With continued rapid ex- 
pansion cattle inventories are projected at 110 mil- 
lion head on January 1, 1962. However, the projection 
indicates that total slaughter and beef production 
would reach record high levels beginning in 1961. 
Supplies would continue to increase from this level, 
and would reach 94.5 pounds in 1964. The U.S.D.A. 
states that “an output of this size would unquestion- 
ably result in a demoralized market for cattle.” 


With “slowing expansion” the projection indicates 
cattle numbers of 110 million head on January 1, 
1963, with peak beef supplies for the cycle at 90 
pounds per capita in both 1963 and 1964. Relative 
to this quantity the U.S.D.A. states that “such a 
supply would bring a sizable reduction in prices for 
cattle, but it might not be unmanageable, as demand 
for beef seems still to be growing.” 

If cattle increase 5 million head this year as now 
seems likely, the inventory next January will be 
nearly 102 million. Then, two additional years of 4 
million head increases would bring an inventory of 
110 million at January 1, 1962. These would be smaller

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annual increases than occurred in the comparable 
stage of the last cycle—whereas we actually have the 
capacity this time to increase the inventory even 
more rapidly than we did in the early 1950’s. It is 
our opinion that the U.S.D.A. is correct in their 
analysis—that “continued rapid expansion” will bring 
on a beef supply of unmanageable proportions, and 
probably sooner than 1964. The six months ahead of 
us are critical in determining whether we will have 
continued rapid expansion or a far wiser slow-down 
in the expansion rate. 


PRICE BUST IS NOT INEVITABLE 


If enough producers begin to cull down their cow 
herds this fall, next year’s calf crop could be pro- 
portionately checked and the excessive expansion that 
now is in progress could be slowed. 

Increased marketings of cows would result in 
somewhat lower cow prices during the coming fall 
months. Obviously no producer would like to see this 
happen, or contribute to its happening. On the other 
hand, if the build-up continues 5 million head or more 
per year, cow prices will drop sharply sometime in 
the next couple of years—and may well fall to 50 
per cent of present levels after about two more years 
of rapid build-up. It would seem a lot better to begin 
to top out some cows at current prices than to wait 
until large numbers have to be liquidated in a down- 
ward price spiral. 
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Many ranchers seem currently to be operating on 
a series of assumptions which include the following: 


1. “Beef cattle numbers are building up too fast 
to be healthy.” 


“My few additional head make no difference 
one way or the other.” 


“There is still some time before a price break 
will occur.”” And 


“T will liquidate down to a normal herd before 
the price break comes.” 


It’s true indeed that any individual producer is 
too small to have significant effect on the market. 
Thus he can appropriately concern himself—and he 
should—with his own selfish best interests. 


But most producers, in carrying out their own 
best interests at this time would also be helping the 
industry as a whole. 


A producer, for example, who is holding cattle 
for further speculative gain is now carrying a risk 
out of proportion with any further price increase he 
is likely to get above this year’s levels. This state- 
ment is based on the conviction that 1959 prices will 
be the peak—or certainly very close to the peak—of 
this inventory cycle. Thus speculative holdings of 
cattle might well be turned this year, thus eliminat- 
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ing a risk that is too great relative to any further 
speculative profits. 

Secondly there are producers who know they are 
overstocked relative to the normal and safe carrying 
capacity of their range. Feed supplies were unusually 
abundant on many ranges during 1957 and 1958. This 
stimulated increased stocking. But the millenium 
has not come. Most of this range will inevitably drop 
back to forage growth more in line with its long-time 
average. Present prices provide an opportunity for 
producers to get back in line with a more normal and 
safer rate of stocking—and to reduce their debt, or 
increase their cash reserves, at the same time. 

Producers who have become overextended finan- 
cially are a third group who might logically use the 
strong markets of 1959 to shrink back their herds 
and their financial risk to a point where they could 
live more at peace with their bankers. 

In summary, any producer who can tally his herd 
and be concerned with his capacity to carry his pres- 
ent number through times of either lower price or 
normal feed production, has now an unusual oppor- 
tunity to reduce his risks and improve his financial 
position. 

Those producers by contrast who persist in hang- 
ing on until they have skinned the last thin dime off 
this cyclical boom, may well find themselves losing 
dollars instead of gaining dimes. 
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If enough producers will recognize the precari- 
ousness of further rapid expansion in cattle numbers 
—and move this year to check their own contribu- 
tions to it—any real bust in the cattle business in 
the next few years can be avoided. 

With the present strong and growing demand for 
beef, the present rate of cattle production could be 
balanced with slaughter—meaning no inventory in- 
crease—at an average price close to $20 per hundred- 
weight for all “beef” cattle sold by producers. While 
this is not as good as the nearly $23 that producers 
may average this year as a result of numbers held 
back for the inventory increase, it still is an attrac- 
tive price which can make ranching a reasonably 
profitable business. Furthermore, it would be a sus- 
tainable price if inventories were not increased fur- 
ther, beyond the amount which would keep pace 
with population growth—whereas present prices will 
bust if the cycle runs its normal course. 
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Molasses prices are now lower per dollar of feeding value than 
other comparable feeds generally available.

named “Mystery” well. It was drilled 
more than 2,000 feet and only hit a 
trickle of water. It was shot, oil well 
fashion, with the hopes of increasing the 
flow. For a time no favorable results 
were noticeable. After last year’s rainy 
season, the best in some nine years, the 
well began to provide considerable water. 
Time alone will tell whether the _ in- 
crease in water is due to surface water 
that went into underground channels or 
if the shot eventually broke through to 
a reasonably strong flow of water. If the 
well proves to be a dependable supply of 
water it can be piped into the dry can- 
yon and increase the use of considerable 
grass. The drilling rig was moved into 
another dry canyon to renew the search 
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for water. Making a road over which 
the rig could be moved involved the use 
of considerable heavy machinery and a 
money outlay that nothing but a sizable 
operation could afford. 

The bull program on the ranch, when 
measured by any standard other than 
a quality basis and looking to the future, 
would be considered an expensive one. 
The management has other qualifications 
than that an animal must be registered. 
They are never interested in cutbacks 
from the better herds. Their specifica- 
tions are for sires that will increase the 
beef making characteristics of an im- 
proved commercial herd. There is a 
freight and trucking bill that must be 
added to the purchase price. This is a 
rugged ranching area and the annual 
mortality rate is higher than in some 
sections of the United States. The pas- 
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tures are large because of necessity ra- 
ther than desire. In some of the rougher 
pastures no more than 12 cows are used 
for each bull. 

HISTORY MAKING PROJECT 

This year the ranch management was 
forced by a combination of circumstances 
to try what some livestock men have 
described as a history making project 
in the way of handling range herds of 
beef cattle. 

The ranch had experienced a nine-year 
period of subnormal dry conditions. Many 
say it was the longest dry spell any of 
them can recall. This necessitated an 
annual reduction of the breeding herds 
to keep in line with prevailing range 
conditions. Last fall and winter moisture 
conditions took a decided turn for the 
better. This spring range conditions sug- 
gested that it would be practical to add 
a number of ranch bred heifers to the 
breeding herd. This necessitated a press- 
ing need for more bulls than the usual 
annual purchase of 40 to 50 bulls, which 
are contracted months ahead of delivery 
time. 

Under this program, approximately 
ten years would have been required to 
stock the ranch with the type of bulls 
desired. The management never for a 
moment seriously considered the possi- 
bility of retreating from its established 
practice of using quality bulls, which it 
considers the most important factor in 
the modern beef market. After a 
thoughtful resurvey of the entire situa- 
tion the management came to the con- 
clusion it could not afford to take the 
ten-year road to improvement. It all 
boiled down to the considered belief that 
a program had to be developed which 
would give it the quality of calves it de- 
sired, and needed, within the next two 
years. 

The first thought was to double up on 
the purchase of the registered bulls. It 
only took a quick look at this possibility 
in connection with the prices that would 
have to be paid to get quality bulls, to 
make it apparent that no commercial 
cow operation could afford to buy 80 to 
100 bulls a year. This realization prompt- 
ed three alternatives—accept the ten- 
year building plan, use cheaper bulls 
and downgrade the herd or come up with 
some other workable plan. 

ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION 

What did they do? The management 
decided to try artificial insemination, but 
with qualifications, and it certainly is 
not regarded as a cureall. It is hoped 
and believed that it will be a good and 
sound tool under certain conditions. The 
annual purchase of 40 to 50 quality bulls 
is expected to continue to be a funda- 
mental part of the ranch breeding pro- 
gram. 

Once the decision was 
artificial insemination to shorten the 
period of upgrading the quality and 
getting the maximum uniformity into 
the breeding herd, the management be- 
gan to acquaint itself with the possi- 
bilities as well as the limitations of such 
a program. Two men are designated as 
rendering invaluable assistance. Both 
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stressed the problems as well as the 
possibilities. They are: Dr. A. M. Soren- 
sen, Jr., of Texas A&M College, and J. 
Warren Nordyke of Central Ohio Breed- 
ers Association, Dr. Sorensen took part 
of his vacation and went to the ranch 
to help outline the work. Nordyke took 
time out from his own heavy schedule 
to make several follow up trips to the 
ranch to maintain a check on the pro- 
gram. 

Tom Ferbrache was employed as tech- 
nician. He had worked for the Central 
Ohio Breeders Association. He was the 
only outsider who participated in the 
actual work. Jesus Santos, son of Don 
Urbano Santos, was Ferbrache’s helper. 
The Mexican cowboys surprised the tech- 
nician with their know how for handling 
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cattle and their ability to cooperate to 
the fullest. 

Four bulls on the ranch were selected 
to supply the semen—fresh semen was 
used for the entire project. It was care- 
fully tested when collected and again 
before used. A temperature control 
project did not prove to be too difficult. 
Three of the bulls selected originally 
came from the Pronger Bros. herd near 
Stratford, Texas, and one of the bulls 
came from Turner Ranch at Sulphur, 
Okla. They had type and conformation, 
but they had been used in the regular 
ranch herd and there was no way to 
check exactly the kind of calves they 
were siring. Four bulls were used so as 
to spread the change for getting undesir- 
able results. 
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These heifers will be maintained as a 
group, but when the calves are dropped 
next spring a system was devised to 
make it possible to determine the sire 
of each calf. The live semen was mixed 
with powdered buttermilk and to this 
was added cake coloring. The semen 
from each bull was given a different 
color. Plastic eartags had been pur- 
chased with corresponding colors for the 
semen, and when a heifer was insemin- 
ated an eartag with a color that corres- 
ponded with the color of the semen used 
was placed in her ear. Checking the re- 
sults next spring should be a most in- 
teresting bit of ranch work as well as 
giving rather accurate data as to the 
quality of the calves sired by each bull. 
The overall results from any particular 
bull will be helpful in evaluating the 
merits of any particular heifer as a 
breeder. 

HEIFERS INSEMINATED TWICE 

Some 700 heifers were placed in a 
5,000 acre pasture. They were given some 
feed which they received in the afternoon 
when they came to water. The water 
and feed were near the inseminating 
corrals. Each heifer was inseminated 
twice. If she was picked up in the after- 
noon she spent the night in the corral 
and was again inseminated in the morn- 
ing before she was turned back into the 
herd. If she was picked up in the morn- 
ing she spent the day in the corral and 
got her second insemination before she 
was turned out. 

Detecting the heifers ready for in- 
semination proved to be easier than ex- 
pected. Three experienced cowboys drift- 
ed the heifers from the pasture to the 
feed troughs and located many of them 
ready for service. Additional help was 
had from a stag, an incapacitated bull 
and two bulls that were fitted with 
aprons. When the heifers reached the 
feed ground these bulls were turned out 
and kept moving through the herd. 
About 68 per cent of the heifers were 
settled during the first 21-day heat 
period. 

Two heifers were placed side by side 
in a chute when they were ready to be 
inseminated. This made a snug fit and 
with a bar back of them the work was 
easy and they were soon ready to be 
turned into the corral. 

The technician’s day’s work was never 
over until he had made a complete record 
of the heifers handled, and at the end 
of the program it was a simple matter 
to run totals for future study and con- 
sideration. 

About 48 hours was as long as any of 
the live semen was kept and then a new 
supply was collected. No difficulties from 
this practice were encountered, but the 
management leans to the belief that next 
year frozen semen will be used as it 
will be a relatively simple and inexpen- 
sive matter to get the necessary equip- 
ment for handling it. Nordyke has 
agreed to work out the collecting and 
processing of next year’s operation. 

The main headquarters for this Mexico 
ranch is San Geronimo. There is a bit of 
vagueness about the exact history of 
the building as well as some _ slight 
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Manufacturing Company, Dept. B98, Quincy, Ill. 
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variations to some of the reports. The 
building is constructed of rock and is 
covered with stucco. This property was 
at one time a portion of the large acre- 
age used by the late General Geronimo 
Trevino, who ranched on an extensive 
scale. Reports generally agree that the 
building was started about 1900 and 
was intended to be used by his son, who 
was educated in Paris. The General’s 
first wife was an American and the 
daughter of General Ord, who was for 
several years commanding officer at 
Fort Clark near Brackettville, Texas. 
Old timers will tell you that when the 
General came to the ranch it was an 
event. He would come by train to Muz- 
quiz and then he and his family would 
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travel by coach to the ranch. Relay 
teams of horses were stationed along the 
route and the coach was kept moving at 
a lively clip by galloping horses. Some 
say that after the son’s death the Gen- 
eral used the place as a summer home. 
There were no fireplaces in the house 
and it does get decidedly cold to be 
without a fire in a room. 

One of the hands now employed at 
the ranch is Cesario Pecius, who is 69, 
but exceedingly active. When so inclined 
he can relate some interesting history 
about the General’s ranching operations. 
He insists the General’s annual calf 
brand was around 20,000 head. His brand 
was “G T” connected. It evidently was 
a good sized brand as the T was con- 
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nected to the lower part of the G with 
the top of the T in the opening of the G. 
The first letter in his givenname and 
sirname. 

The General’s main headquarters is 
somewhat of a mystery place and was 
located farther up the valley. Your first 
glimpse of the place is apt to kindle the 
fires of desire to know its real history. 
Some believe, and it sounds logical, that 
it was an early-day mission and later 
became a frontier fort and ranch head- 
quarters for General Trevino. 

Don Urgano has retrieved a rock from 
an archway that carried a date in the 
Seventeenth Century. Land papers issued 
to Muzquiz residents verified the ex- 
istence of the place because they were 
approved by officers stationed there. It 
was then known as La Babia and is 
now referred to as Old La Babia. One 
of the arches carries the Spanish Coat 
of Arms. The name La Babia apparently 
has no local connection with that area. 
Some speculate that it got its name from 
some mountains in Europe. 

That the General was a patron of the 
sport of bull fighting is vividly told by 
a bull fighting ring that is still in good 
condition. There were some stone seats 
for the members of his family and 
guests. It is likely that he raised his own 
fighting bulls. 

CORRALS BUILT OF ROCK 

There are several large corrals on 
the ranch. All are constructed of rock 
of which there is a plentiful supply. Their 
builders were rather skillful in using 
rocks for building purposes. They are 
currently used for handling cattle on 
the ranch. The inside of the corrals are 
surprisingly smooth. Their thickness pro- 
vides an abundance of strength and 
their height would discourage the wildest 
animal from trying to jump over them. 
They unquestionably were hot for sum- 
mer work. 

The main set of buildings at La Babia 
beggars description. This is further em- 
phasized by their remoteness from trans- 
portation facilities and civilization. The 
main building material was rock, but 
they are beginning to crack and tumble. 
Trees on the mountains provided the 
necessary lumber when sawed to proper 
size. But this does not answer the ques- 
tion as to why such an elaborate set of 
buildings came into existence miles from 
civilization. There was a spring below 
the buildings. During the recent dry 
spell Don Urbano in desperation set 
about cleaning it out with a bulldozer. 
His fondest hopes were exceeded when 
he dug into a sizable flow of good water. 

The front of La Babia is rather ornate. 
There are numerous outside cooking 
ovens. There is a somewhat pretentious 
walled-in courtyard and there are some 
sentry boxes with portholes that prob- 
ably were constructed for protective pur- 
poses rather than for show. 

No one seems to know of any recorded 
history about this place, but history it 
must have had. When viewed from any 
angle it encourages speculation, and the 
wildest speculation probably can not 
equal its actual history if it were a 
matter of record.

The color and character of the cattle 
coming through Mexican  stockyards 
prove that over 90 per cent of the Mexi- 
can ranchers breeding improved cattle 
use Hereford bulls. They want bulls with 
some age and with as much quality as 
they can possibly get for the money they 
have available. They prefer to buy as 
many bulls as possible from the same 
herd since they are striving for uniform- 
ity and feel they can get this trait from 
Herefords. Their preferred bull does not 
differ greatly from the choice of United 
States ranchers except they want a little 
more size. This size preference is not 
because they want big cattle, but rather 
that they want middle-of-the-road type 
cattle, and they are still working with 
some cows which carry enough native 
blood to make them a trifle small for 
the rancher. 

Mexican ranchers have chosen Here- 
fords because they are widely known for 
their ability to convert grass to beef, 
efficiently. Herefords are blessed with 
strong constitutions necessary to with- 
stand the climate and the diets avail- 
able in Mexico. The wide selection of 
Herefords from which to choose, the 
ability of Hereford bulls and cows to 
produce large calf crops and keep the 
calves alive, and the equally important 
quality of adaptability to all types of 
terrain and conditions ... these points 
plus inherent quality have made them 
the ranchers’ choice in Mexico. 

Mexico has a few purebred herds 
scattered throughout the country, but 
most ranchers prefer a commercial oper- 
ation. Pastures are, of necessity, too 
large and qualified men available © to 
work purebred herds are scarce. Ar- 
mando Varela, Jr., has the nucleus of a 
purebred herd in Cananea, Sonora. He 
sells very few bulls and uses most in 
his own herds. He is building his cow 
herd until such time as he can offer 
other commercial ranchers a fairly large 
group of bulls. When Varela has suffi- 
icent numbers he expects to have a 
heavy demand for Mexican home-raised 
and acclimated bulls. A large operator 
in Sonora is J. Armando Montano, who 
registered over 200 Hereford calves last 
year. Juan Pedro Camou, Benjamin Hill, 
Hacienda de Bacanuchi, Cananea, and 
Diego Redo Vidal, Bocoachi, are all 
purebred Hereford breeders in the state 
of Sonora. 

A Mexican range bull generally will 
last from 5 to 9 years in service, while 
the cows start calving at two years of 
age and are through in about seven 
years. The calf crops of herds carrying 
mostly Hereford blood will run from 75 
per cent to 90 per cent depending pri- 
marily on the terrain on which they run 
and the nutritional level of the cows. 

Armando Raynal, Chihuahua, weans 
his commercial Hereford calves at 6 to 
6% months of age weighing around 400 
pounds. These calves are dropped in May 
and June and are weaned during the 
first days of December. There were 
7,200 cows bred on the various Raynal 
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ranches this year with an over-all aver- 
age calf crop of more than 80 per cent. 
Rancho Ojo Caliente, Chihuahua, owned 
by the Guerarra family, covers over 450 
square miles of all types of terrain. In 
1933 purebred Hereford bulls were 
turned in with the native cows and to- 
day the calves on this ranch are weaned 
weighing around 430 pounds. The bulls 
in this herd run from April to Decem- 
ber and they are brought in and fed 
for three months. 

Lynch Gratton, Nueva Casa Grandes, 
Chihuahua, reports the same good re- 
sults from his straight Hereford cows. 
This herd runs on 60,000 acres of lush 
native Gramma grasses and other local 
forage, bringing in hundreds of fat, 
healthy calves every year 

There is always a demand for good 
Hereford calves, and the ranchers of 
Sonora and Chihuahua have only one 
outlet . the United States. There is 
a growing demand for grass-fat beef 
in the dense population centers of Mex- 
ico, which presents a tremendous prob- 
lem in transportation. Mexico is not, 
as yet, equipped to transport large num- 
bers of cattle through the interior of 
the nation, consequently the only mar- 
kets available are export. The export 
market is open only to steer calves. No 
heifers are permitted to leave Mexico 
except on special permits, which are 
relatively unobtainable at this time. 

The marketing process is costly. The 
calves are, for the most part, contracted 
on the ranch by buyers from the United 
States. The export quota for each state 
in Mexico is set by the government and 
administered by the Cattle Union. The 
Mexican rancher gathers his calves and 
may have to drive them many miles to 
the railroad or truckloading docks. By 
the time of his arrival at the border 
stockyards, his cattle have a shrink of 
from 7 to 15 per cent. If the price on 
the ranch was 36 cents, the rancher gets 
31 cents. It also costs him about 6 cents 
per pound to cross the border. This cost 
includes the Mexican export duty and 
the United States import duty as well 
as freight and handling charges at the 
stockyards. The Mexican government’s 
export duty can be increased at their 
discretion. The net price then is 25 cents 
per pound when his cattle are delivered. 
Before delivery, the cattle are dipped 
individually and placed on a truck which 
has been cleaned and sprayed. They 
never touch Mexican soil again after 
they are loaded. 

If you ask the Mexican cattlemen 
about their greatest need, they will give 
you the same answer you get in the 
United States. 

“We need better bulls, and as long 
as we can afford it we will buy better 
quality Hereford bulls.” 

Here, as in every other cattle coun- 
try, quality is recognized as the deter- 
mining factor in selling cattle for a 
premium, and every progressive rancher 
keeps it uppermost in his everyday 
ranching operations, whether it is buy- 
ing bulls, picking replacement heifers 
or selling steers.

FTER HEREFORD eattle were 
introduced to the United States

HE TEXAS Hereford Association 
is a service organization that has 
served the Hereford breeders of 
Texas for nearly 60 years. Organized in 
San Antonio on Nov. 
7, 1899, it is today 
the oldest and larg- 
est state beef-breed 
association in the 

United States. 

The organization 
was brought into be- 
ing because’ there 
yas a need for the 
breeders of Texas to 
work together for 
improving the breed iesey Cider 
and serving the in- 
dustry. Like the industry it serves, the 
Texas Hereford Association has survived 
drouth, depressions and all kinds of ad- 
versity. Through the years, many Here- 
ford breeders have given generously of 
their time in behalf of the organization. 


Serves in Many Ways 


The Texas Hereford Association serves 
its members in many ways. Members 
are assisted in the buying and the sell- 
ing of breeding stock. Several years ago 
there was a great demand for breeding 
stock in the southeastern states. The 
Texas Hereford Association assisted its 
members in selling thousands of regis- 
tered Herefords to that area. While the 
demand for breeding stock from these 
states is not as great now as it was 
then, there are still many out-of-state 
breeders who come to Texas to buy their 
bulls and replacement females. An an- 
nual directory is published each year by 
the THA in which each active member 
is listed. These herd listings have the 
member’s name, address, telephone num- 
bers, directions to their ranches and per- 
tinent information about their herds. 
Out-of-state buyers make excellent use 
of these directories in locating cattle, 


both before they come to Texas and 
after they arrive.

A fieldman was hired 
who could speak Spanish, to handle this 
program. Many Hereford breeding cat- 
tle from Texas, especially bulls, have 
been sold to Mexico as a result of this 
program. Members will benefit from this 
for many years to come. Non-members 
also benefit from such programs because 
the supply is reduced to sell locally when 
sales are made out of the state. A sale 
made out of state by one THA member 
indirectly helps every registered Here- 
ford breeder in the state. 

The association assists many members 
in locating herd bulls and replacement 
females. Members are also assisted in 
selling cattle both at private treaty and 
at auction. Assisting the many fairs, 
shows and area Hereford associations 
is another of the services of the asso- 
ciation. Assistance is also given other 
organizations, with Hereford tours, field 
days and many other activities. 

The THA maintains a full-time sec- 
retary and fieldman. Both spend much 
time in the field, on the farms and 
ranches, assisting members with their 
problems. 

There are some direct benefits which 
a member may get from the association, 
but like many other organizations the 
real benefits are indirect. The THA is 
promoting the breed at every opportun- 
ity and assisting other organizations 
which in turn assist the breeders. The 
breeder who thinks of membership in 
an organization from the standpoint of 
how much he can contribute to the gen- 
eral good and welfare of the organiza- 
tion is the bulwark of any organization 
to which he belongs.

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many feeder cattle sales have been spon- 
sored at central markets and auction 
companies. Thousands of feeder cattle 
have been sold through these sales, 
which have encouraged the use of bet- 
ter Hereford bulls and provided a mar- 
ket place for quality feeder cattle, par- 
ticularly for the small and intermediate 
producer. These sales have been very 
popular with both the seller and the 
buyer. Sellers like them because they 
can generally get more money for their 
cattle, and buyers like them because they 
can find the cattle they want in one 
place, in one day, with a minimum of 
time in buying and shipping. 


Each member is furnished with a 
beautiful membership plaque, member- 
ship card and windshield decal desig- 
nating their membership in the associ- 
ation.

AWAII is one of the most amaz- 
H ingly beautiful places these eyes 

have ever beheld—even if the 
jagged coral in the surf does make the 
beaches the most over-rated in the 
world—but there is plenty of compen- 
sation to be found in Hawaiian cooking, 
especially in the outdoor variety. 

The fodder of the islands, naturally, 
is about as mixed-up in ingredients con- 
tent as its people are in races, but that 
cookery (usually a combination of Poly- 
nesian, Oriental and Caucasian) has a 
subtle international flavor of its very 
own. 

Just as one simple for-instance, con- 
sider these broiled shortribs, done in 
the Honolulu manner: 

INGREDIENTS. Three pounds of lean 
beef shortribs; one and a half teaspoons 
unseasoned meat tenderizer; half a cup 
of bottled or canned ale or beer; one 
can (an eight-ouncer) of crushed pine- 
apple; fourth a cup of soy sauce; half 
a teaspoon of ginger. 

METHOD: Have ribs cut into two-inch 
lengths. Pierce with tines of fork, sprin- 
kle with tenderizer, and refrigerate over- 
night. Now, combine the remaining in- 
gredients, pour over’ shortribs, and 
refrigerate four or five hours longer. 
Drain meat, place it on the outdoor grill, 
or on a broiler rack about three inches 
from the heat. Broil six to eight min- 
utes on each side, or until meat is done 
and well-browned. Turn once during 
broiling, spooning meat with some of the 
sauce. 

Pointing out that beef always offers 
the widest range of meat cuts for out- 
door cookery, the National Beef Council 
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this month presents a right nice recipe 
for handling flank steak over the hot 
coals. Goes like this: 

INGREDIENTS: One whole beef flank 
steak weighing about two pounds; one 
large onion, minced; one clove of garlic, 
crushed; two tablespoons of vinegar and 
the same of prepared mustard; one 
tablespoon worcestershire sauce; one 
teaspoon salt; half a teaspoon of freshly 
ground pepper. 

METHOD: Strip fat from steak. Com- 
bine remaining ingredients and spread 
half the mixture evenly over one side 
of the flank steak. Place prepared side 
down in a shallow pan or on foil, spread 
meat with the remaining onion mixture 
and let stand one hour. Grill quickly 
over hot coals about five minutes on 
each side for medium rare. As it grills 
brush with the marinade remaining in 
the pan.

It’s been quite a spell since we had 
anything to say about that all-American 
favorite, the beef stew—a dish which 
holds as many variations as a magi- 
cians bag of tricks. So, here’s another 
variation, which has a lot of body and 
flavor: 

INGREDIENTS: Fourth a cup of but- 
ter or margarine; one medium onion 
sliced; two pounds of beef (or lamb or 
veal) cut in one and a half inch pieces; 
eighth of a teaspoon each of rosemary, 
thyme and basil; two teaspoons salt; 
half a teaspoon of tabasco sauce; two 
and a half cups of water; one cup of dry 
red wine; 12 small white onions, peeled; 
six carrots, scraped and halved; three 
medium potatoes, peeled and quartered;

As Alan Feeney, owner of Milky Way 
Ranch at Phoenix and President of the 
American Hereford Association, recently 
said before a group of research special- 
ists: “It has been by performance and 
performance alone that Herefords sup- 
planted other established beef breeds in 
America and maintained through the 
years their predominant position.” That 
is our record of performance. 

With the squeeze between rising costs 
and shorter margins facing all cattle- 
men today, the factors of economy and 
efficiency of gain are prime consider- 
ations in determining the degree of suc- 
cess to be enjoyed by producers, feedlot 
operators and packers.

State University and the University of 
Kentucky underline the superiority of 
the Hereford breed in the use of feed 
on the most efficient basis.

One 
breed required 25 per cent more feed 
than the Herefords to put on and gain 
and the other breed required 23 per cent 
more feed. Based on feed required per 
i00 pounds gained, the final results 
showed 640 pounds for Herefords, 848 
and 828 pounds for bulls of other breeds. 

In the Utah test, Herefords gained 
16.20 pounds per 100 pounds feed con- 
sumed against 14.50 and 14.78 pounds 
by other breeds. Thus, Herefords gained 
about 10 per cent more per 100 pounds 
feed consumed. In a breakdown in the 
average amount of feed consumed to 
produce 100 pounds gain, Herefords re- 
quired 617.2 pounds against 689.6 and 
676.3 pounds, for the other breeds. This 
means that about 60 pounds less feed 
was required to produce 100 pounds of 
gain with Hereford cattle. 

Many of you are well acquainted with 
the major points set forth in one of 
our ads last year underlining the results 
of a major survey which showed that 
Herefords produce 7 more calves per 
100 cows than other major beef breeds. 
The 7 extra calves total around 2,800 
pounds. Another test showed Hereford 
calves weighed 28.7 pounds more at 
weaning time than the average of the 
three major beef breeds. Based on these 
studies, Hereford producers enjoy a 
bonus of 2% tons of beef on the hoof 
for every 100 cows.

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John Vanier, owner of CK Ranch at 
Brookville, Kans., wrapped it up with 
these words: “A cow can produce more 
wealth from grass land with less ex- 
pense than any other investment that 
can be made.” 

Super highways and other projects are 
crowding out a sizable number of acres 
of grass land each day. The challenge 
we face is to place our operation on a 
more efficient and economical basis on 
fewer acres. This means getting rid of 
boarder cows and poor-doing animals, 
and up-grading our herds for greater 
quality. 

Our challenge is also to protect our- 
selves if the industry is to maintain it- 
self on an independent basis without 
handouts and doles from the govern- 
ment. We have always prided ourselves 
on our decision to stand on our own 
feet without a federal crutch to lean on. 


Beef Imports a Threat 


I am far more concerned with the 
mounting imports of beef into our coun- 
try than the dangers involved in our 
current cattle population. Recently, the 
government authorized the importation 
of beef products from 12 Latin Ameri- 
can countries. The value of Argentine 
beef shipped to the United States during 
the first eight months of 1958 was $32 
million, compared to $21 million in 1957. 
Five ships sailed from Australia last 
month with 21 million pounds of frozen 
beef, according to the USDA. From New 
Zealand, in July and August, will come 


August 


five ships carrying more than 17 million 
pounds of frozen meat. Making friends 
and influencing people abroad is a fine 
program, but it shouldn’t be carried on 
at the expense of America’s beef-cattle 
industry. 

I presume the greatest challenge faced 
by Hereford breeders today is the danger 
of complacency and lethargy within our 
ranks. Complacency is a chronic disease 
faced by leaders in all types of industry. 

Each of us must be as vigilant today 
as the generations of Hereford men be- 
fore us, when they introduced Herefords 
to America and supplanted other major 
beef breeds. Every breeder of purebreds 
should be alert to the possibility of cre- 
ating new breeders of Hereford cattle. 
Purebred breeders must maintain close 
relations with the backbone of their busi- 
ness, the commercial cattle industry. 

Our responsibility today is to build 
the Hereford heritage to even greater 
dimensions. Our individual job is to build 
even greater quality in our Hereford 
cattle, and for you as Hereford breeders 
to pass on a herd with obvious marks 
of improvement to the younger gener- 
ation coming up.

A good meal at noon is a must for any tour. Evening meals are helpful to keep the crowd 
together during late afternoon herd visits. Refreshments should be available at every tour stop 
or, as on this Blanco County tour, a soft-drink truck follows the caravan. This lunch was served 
at the Russell Davis ranch out of Blanco, Texas. Below, having some cows and calves close at 
hand during lunch stops avoids the after-lunch “lag” that might otherwise hinder a tour. These 
cattle were penned near the lunch site at the Houston Ramsey Ranch at Burnet, Texas. 
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execute a Hereford tour of herds 

in a county or area association—a 
good tour, that is. The results can be 
gratifying or disappointing. Here is a 
chance to bring a couple hundred people 
to each breeder’s ranch for the first 
time. What they see here and how it is 
displayed may bring them back many 
times in the future and it may be the 
dominant factor in bringing these tour- 
visitors to the association’s sale as buy- 
ers. 

The coordinator of such a_ proposed 
tour, the man-in-charge, needs to be a 
politician and be able to exert forceful- 
ness when necessary. He should know 
each herd well, how much there is to 
see and how long the ranch and herd 
will hold the interest of the crowd. He 
should be in a position to advise each 
prospective host which of his cattle 
should be on display. He should work 
with each tour host individually on how 
to pen or group his cattle where a big 
crowd of people can examine them at 
close range, the quickest and easiest 
way possible. Driving over miles of pas- 
ture in search of some wandering cows 
is the quickest way to bog down a Here- 
ford tour. 

Once the tour hosts have been chosen 
(and this is a diplomatic encounter in 
itself), it is up to the coordinator to call 
a meeting of these breeders to outline 
a general program for each to follow. 
Each host must try to put over in half 
an hour or so what he has been build- 
ing up for some years; he must demon- 
state quickly what he is trying to do in 
this Hereford business and show why. 

Specifically, the coordinator should 
urge the tour hosts to identify all the 
cattle they show, visually as well as 
audibly, for quick and easy understand- 
ing. Placards tacked on pens reading 
“Daughters of LT Domino Return with 
calves by Zato Heir 144th” in good-sized 
printing, preferably with India ink on 
stiff cardboard—this will tell visitors

what they want to know and make them 
remember your herd far better. 

Another and equally good identifica- 
tion process, particularly where the get 
of several bulls are to be shown, is paint 
branding calves with the sires’ identity. 
With this method, calves by various 
sires can be grouped naturally as to size 
and uniformity, yet maintaining their 
breeding identity for the visitors. Mim- 
eographed sheets can further explain the 
identification system and tell guests 
about the herd. 

The thing the coordinator must im- 
press on the host is that he has about 
30 minutes or so to make the best im- 
pression possible on a large number of 
people, so that the better he has his 
“stop” organized, the better impression 
those guests will carry away. 

Another point to be stressed to the 
prospective hosts by the coordinator is 
to bring the cattle to the people rather 
than vice versa. The smaller the area 
that the guests walk or ride, the more

they will concentrate on the herd. How 
to show the cattle should be discussed in 
this meeting. Visitors want to get as 
close as possible to the animals which 
may necessitate some hosts putting up 
temporary wire pens, perhaps under 
trees, using the trunks as posts. When- 
ever shade can be incorporated into the 
showing of the cattle, it will be advan- 
tageous since Hereford tour weather is 
invariably hot. 

Each breeder should “test run” the 
anticipated tour on his place, with the 
tour coordinator along to make sugges- 
tions. Each stop should be thought of 
as a tour-within-a-tour, with the pattern 
or path the visitors will make. Avoid 
turning the crowd loose to mill; rather 
try to arrange what is to be shown so 
that guests will follow a natural one- 
way path. But be sure to avoid any 
bottle-necks where a few persons hold 
up a hundred. Most breeders will avoid 
tying cattle as the animals usually look

tial to establish a correct time sequence. 
Guessing at the time element is dan- 
gerous. A map of the tour, with ranches, 
towns, filling stations, highway numbers 
and any incidental helpful information 
should be mimeographed for distribution 
on tour day. Food and, if possible, enter- | 
tertainment, must be provided for. Re- 
freshments such as cold drinks and | 
coffee should be available at most every 
stop or a cold drink truck engaged to 
follow the caravan. A public address 
system is a necessity. And don’t forget 
guest books to catch the name and mail- 
ing address of every guest along with 
identification tags for all to wear. 
Some kind of car identification is ad- 
visable since it is easy for the caravan 
to be split up by “foreign” cars on any 
highway. Paper flags or streamers at- 
tached to radio aerials often prevent 
losing part of the tour crowd. Highway 
patrol officers are usually glad to help 
guide the caravan part or all of the way. 
Advance publicity is a must. All live-

should be notified early, with the itiner- 
ary and available accommodations fur- 
nished. Personal letters to buyers at 
previous association sales, as well as 
to buyers furnished by the host ranches 
should be sent. Local papers should not 
be forgotten. 


Some kind of program, brief though 
it may be, serves to change the pace of 
the tour and renew enthusiasm. Perhaps 
it may be a brief type demonstration, 
musical entertainment after lunch, or 
some talk on the activities of the spon- 
soring association. A night meal has been 
found advantageous in holding the crowd 
to the last; otherwise it tends to dwindle 
away during the afternoon. Often one 
or two of the hosts will offer to serve 
lunch and thus spare the association 
this extra cost. 

Always keep in mind publicity for the 
association sale. If each breeder can 
identify the cattle he is setting aside 
for the sale, so much the better. 

No tour is ever perfect, but many have 
been excellent. Remember, no trimmings 
can make up for good cattle, for people 
come to a Hereford tour to see just that. 
But the little extras take the “ordinary” 
out of any tour. All it takes it work.

FORTY YEARS AGO 
August, 1919 


Jones & Dameron, Hereford, 
have closed a deal with T. C. Ivey, owner 
of Springdale Farms, Hereford, Texas, 
for the purchase of approximately 90 
head of Anxiety 4th bred cattle at a 
consideration of around $135,000, an 
average of approximately $1500. Includ- 
ed in the deal are five herd bulls.

H. L. Jarboe, president of the Drovers 
National Bank in Kansas City, in a letter 
to the Cattle Raisers Association of 
Texas, said “if it were not for cattle 
associations, such as yours and the 
cattlemen were still subject to the dep- 
redations of rustlers and thieves as in 
former years, the cattle loan business 
would be confined to a very limited 
amount such as could be carried on by 
local country banks.” 


W. A. Wallace, chairman of the Live 
Stock Sanitary Commission of Texas, 
states that the spread of anthrax in some 
sections of the state has been traced to 
buzzards and urges stockmen to help 
rid the country of the disease bearing 
carriers. The buzzards, he says, feed on 
the carcass of an animal which has died 
of anthrax, obtain the germs and carry 
them to other cattle. Until a few years 
ago it was unlawful to kill buzzards, 
but this law has been repealed. 


W. T. Waggoner, Fort Worth, declined 
an otter of $50,000,000 for his 33,000 
acre ranch in Wichita and Wilbarger 
counties. The offer was made by a syn- 
dicate of oil companies. If the sale had 
been made, Waggoner would have been 


forced to pay about $30,000,000 in taxes 
to the government. 


Livestock receipts on the Fort Worth 
market during July included 110,780 cat- 
tle, 38,867 calves, 27,187 hogs, 15,506 
sheep and 1,228 horses and mules. 


THIRTY YEARS AGO 
August, 1929

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New Mexico Fair Qualifying 
Register of Merit Show 


HE New Mexico State Fair has 

I been named a “qualifying” show 

in the American Hereford Asso- 
ciation’s Register of Merit system for 
Hereford breeders. 

But the American Hereford Associ- 
ation, cautioning against a misunder- 
standing, said the only way breeders can 
qualify for points is by attending a 
“qualifying” show and two other desig- 
nated Register of Merit shows. 

The register of merit system gen- 
erally results in greater value for vari- 
ous Hereford cattle since points ac- 
quired by animals are credited to the 
sire and dam and announced at the end 
of the year. 

By naming the fair as a “qualifying” 
show, the American Hereford Associa- 
tion has given Hereford breeders greater 
incentive to exhibit at the New Mexico 
State Fair. 

“A breeder cannot attain Register of 
Merit status for his cattle by exhibiting 
at qualifying shows since points are 
awarded only at officially named Regis- 
ter of Merit shows...” said B. C. 
Snidow of the American Hereford Asso- 
ciation. (In the July issue The Cattleman 
erred in stating that the New Mexico 
Fair was a Register of Merit Show.) 

“But before a breeder can be credited 
with Register of Merit points, it is neces- 
sary that he exhibit at at least one 
qualifying show.” 

Quenten T. Barron, State Fair man- 
ager, indicated he expects an increase 
in Hereford breeders participation at 
the fair, September 26-October 4, as a 
result of the action of the American 
Hereford Association.

sent the Texas A & M Beef Cattle 
Short Course at College Station August 
10-12. Visiting speakers who will appear 
in addition to members of the Texas 
A & M staff, include Dr. H. H. Stonaker, 
noted beef cattle breeding specialist and 
head of the Animal Husbandry work at 
Colorado State University; Norman 
Moser, president of the Texas and South- 
Ww estern Cattle Raisers Association; Ken- 
neth R. Fulk, executive secretary of the 
American Shorthorn Association; Dr. J. 
R. Stouffer of the Animal Husbandry 
Department at Cornell University; and 
Clayton Stribling, Llano, Texas, ranch- 
man. 

The program this year will stress 
cattle feeding as a means of marketing 
the abundant feed crops on hand and in 
prospect.

A half-day session will be devoted to 
beef cattle breeding problems. There will 
also be a session dealing with diseases 
and parasites with particular emphasis 
on the new Brucellosis eradication pro- 
gram and prospects for screwworm 
eradication.

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Stock Shows Adopt Rules on 
Tampering With Show Animals 


LEVEN major national stock shows 
E of the United States will set up 

rules against livetock tampering 
similar to the new regulation adopted 
by the International Livestock Exposi- 
tion, Chicago, managers and livestock 
directors of the shows voted in a meet- 
ing at Denver recently. 

The session of show managers con- 
sidering common problems was the first 
ever held by this stock show group. They 
were enthusiastic about the day-long 
discussion and action. 

They agreed unanimously to punch the 
ears of all fat livestock sold at the 12 
shows so that they could be identified 
as having been sold. These animals 
would be barred at other stock shows 
following the sales. The ear identifica- 
tion would be a hole “the size of a dime 
or larger.” 

Stock shows represented and voting 
at the Denver meeting included: Ak-Sar- 
Ben, Omaha, Nebr.; American Royal, 
Kansas City, Mo.; Arizona National, 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Eastern National, 
Timonium, Md.; Golden Spike, Ogden, 
Utah; Houston Fat Stock Show, Hous- 
ton, Texas; International, Chicago, II1.; 
National Western Stock Show, Denver, 
Colo.; Pacific International, Portland, 
Ore.; San Antonio Livestock Exposition, 
San Antonio, Texas; Southwestern Ex- 
position and Fat Stock Show, Fort 
Worth, Texas. 
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In other action, the show managers 
voted that a committee from its group 
should meet with the three national beef 
cattle breed associations for a discussion 
of steer judging. 

This committee hopes to meet at the 
American Royal in Kansas City and will 
be composed of: William Ogilvie, Wil- 
lard Simms, George Shepherd, and W. R. 
Watt. Willard Simms, general manager 
of the National Western Stock Show, 
was elected chairman of the Denver 
meeting. He and W. R. Watt, president- 
manager of the Fort Worth show, were 
asked to work on setting up a permanent 
organization of the major stock shows 
who are open to national competition, 
such organization to meet annually. 


Hunting Season Provided 
For Texas Archers 


HE Texas legislature recently 

I passed House Bill 47 which pro- 
vides for an open archery season 

from October 1 to October 31, inclusive, 
during which it shall be lawful to hunt, 
take and kill solely with bows and 
arrows, wild buck deer, wild bear, wild 
turkey gobblers and collared peccary or 
javelina in both the North and South 
zones. The law is specifically aimed at 
encouraging hunting with bows and 
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arrows and provides penalties if any 
type of firearm or cross bow is found in 
the possession of the hunter. 


In counties where the hunting season 
on wild buck deer, wild bear, wild turkey 
gobblers and collared peccary or javelina 
is less than 31 days, the Texas Game and 
Fish Commission shall determine the 
length of the season not to exceed the 
firearms hunting season and shall fix 
the number of days of the hunting sea- 
son with bows and arrows. 


According to Ike Abernathy, secretary 
of the Dallas Archery Association, the 
archers feel that H. B. 47 is one of the 
best regulatory archery laws in the na- 
tion as its proponents drew from the 
composite experiences of the 46 other 
states that already have archery safety 
laws. For the hunter it means another 
31 days he can go into the woods. For 
the rancher and farmer and local towns 
it will mean additional revenue. For 
those ranchers who have deer but also 
have cattle of such quality that they do 
not wish to risk them being shot by stray 
rifle bullets, archery holds special appeal. 
The nature of the bow is such that the 
shots all have to be from close distances 
(national average bowshot distance at 
deer is 31 yards), so chances of mistak- 
ing cattle for deer are poor. If the archer 
misses, the arrows seldom carry more 
than 20 yards behind the target. H. B. 
47 puts further safeguards on this by 
requiring the archer to have his name on 
each arrow, with address, in a medium 
which will not readily wash off.

Texas Tech Begins Hybrid 
Cattle Research 


\ OME thirty registered Brahman 
S cows will be the nucleus of a re- 
search program scheduled to begin 

this year at Texas Technological College. 
Announced by Ralph Durham, Head, 
Department of Beef Cattle, Texas Tech 
will put its purebred Brahman herd into 
hybrid production in the next breeding 


season. urham stated that the decision

was prompted by the great number of 
Brahman hybrids now being fed in Pan- 
handle feedlots. To have some of these 
cattle available for study and research 
was deemed advantageous by college 
officials. 

The breeding program’s primary ob- 
jective is to obtain hybrid steers for 
student classwork. The steers will be 
fattened to provide data for growth and 
carcass studies. 

Initial plans call for the Brahman cows 
to be divided into two groups. One to 
be bred to a purebred Angus bull and 
the other to a purebred Hereford bull. 
Only a few heifers from these matings 
will be retained. The hybrid females kept 
will be put in a “criss-cross” program 
with opposite bulls to produce three-way- 
cross calves. 





Sharp Increase in Exports of 
Brahman Cattle 


URING THE first six months of 
D 1959 there were 2,881 registered 

Brahman cattle exported from the 
United States to new owners in 13 dif- 
ferent countries of the world. This is 
a 142 per cent increase over the foreign 
sales recorded by the American Brah- 
man Breeders Association for the first 
six months of 1958.

On July 1, this year, ABBA had of- 
ficially transferred ownership of cattle 
to: Costa Rica, 22; Cuba, 24; Dominican 
Republic, 938; Ecuador, 15; Guatemala, 
42; Madagascar, 17; Mexico, 130; Nica- 
ragua, 26; Panama, 19; Puerto Rico, 3; 
Venezuela, 2,354; Philippine Islands, 110; 
British Honduras, 26. 

In 1958, American Brahmans were 
shipped to 19 different countries. Ac- 
cording to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, U. S. Brahman breeders exported 
10,843 Brahmans and Brahman hybrids 
last year, which represented 62 per cent 
of the total of all U. S. beef cattle ex- 
ported. 

Including U. S. territories, American 
Brahman cattle can now be found in 44 
countries outside the continental United 
States. 


What's in the Hump? 


HE protrusion atop the withers of 
I Brahman cattle has given rise to 
some speculation by people un- 
familiar with the breed. It is not, how- 
ever, a deformity, rupture or water stor- 
age compartment as some have thought. 
The hump of the Brahman—aside from 
being a distinguishing trademark—is 
edible meat, well marbled with fat. There 
is no bone in the hump. It makes a deli- 
cious pot roast and is considered a favor- 
ite delicacy in many countries. 
Humps vary in size and shape accord- 
ing to the sex and condition of the in- 
dividual animal.

Referendum on Extension of 
Lamb-Wool Agreement 


ECRETARY of Agriculture Ezra 
S Taft Benson has announced a refer- 
endum among wool and lamb pro- 
ducers during the entire month of Sep- 
tember to determine their approval or 
disapproval of an agreement with the 
American Sheep Producers Council, Inc. 
The agreement would continue the 
financing of the Council’s advertising, 
promotional, and related market devel- 
opment activities on lamb and _ wool 
through deductions from wool payments 
for three more years, as authorized in 
last summer’s extension of the National 
Wool Act. 

Secretary Benson announced that upon 
determination of producer approval as 
determined in Section 708 of the Act, 
he will sign the agreement with the 
Council. A similar referendum was held 
in 1955 in which producers approved the 
original agreement with the Council, pro- 
viding for deductions from wool pay- 
ments for the 1955 through 1958 mar- 
keting years. 

The new agreement provides for a 
continuation of deductions from incentive 
payments on shorn wool and from pay- 
ments on unshorn lambs (pulled wool 
compensating payments) made to pro- 
ducers under the National Wool Act for 
the 1959, 1960 and 1961 marketing years.

Pounds in 140-Day Test 


SEVENTH Santa Gertrudis bull 
A has surpassed 500 pounds of gain 
in official 140-day 
testing in Texas. 

Bull number 127, owned by King 
Ranch of Kingsville, Texas, gained 533 
pounds during the recently completed 
140-day test at the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station at McGregor, Texas, 
to post an average of 3.8 pounds per 
day. 

Finishing weight of the bull was 1,244 
pounds. His gain ratio was 140. 

Since 1942, more than 3,500 bulls of 
all breeds have been officially tested at 
Texas Experiment Stations. In this time, 
only eight have gained more than 500 
pounds during the testing period. Seven

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Ultrasonic Device Measures 
Backfat Thickness on Hogs 


ACKFAT thickness is an important 
B indicator of the value of a hog. A 
measurements made 
device gave better 
estimates of average carcass backfat 
thickness than estimates by an experi- 
enced hog grader, according to a report 
issued by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

The ultrasonic device sends a_ high- 
frequency sound wave through the back- 
fat of the hog. After the sound wave 
reaches the boundary between backfat 
and lean, or between backfat and back- 


test using 


with an _ ultrasonic 
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bone, it is reflected back to the surface. 
The time used for the sound to go down 
through the fat and return is used as 
the measure of the backfat thickness. 

Agricultural Marketing Service re- 
searchers reported on a test of the ultra- 
sonie device on 170 live hogs at a pack- 
ing plant. They found that a grader 
might make fewer grading errors if he 
had an ultrasonic device to provide him 
with good estimates of backfat thick- 
ness. 

More accurate grading would make 
wider grade-price differentials possible, 
and the accuracy of live hog grading is 
determined to a considerable extent by 
the accuracy with which backfat thick- 
ness is estimated.

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: All signs indicate we will see a good grain harvest this fall with lower 
prices. 





COST OF LIVING: Advanced .4 of 1 per cent (using 1947-49 as equal to 100) to 124.4. Most 
of this increase is due to food costs at the retail level. We should get a decline in 


the next two months. 





PARITY: At the present it is not expected to change from the 82 level. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Now at 155 of the 1947-1949 base of 100. This is up 2 points over 
last month and 23 points over the same month last year. The index will probably level 
off and dip slightly lower until about 3 months after the strikes are settled. 





PERSONAL INCOME: Will show a drop from the annual rate of 377 billion dollars made last 
month but will turn up in the last quarter. 





FAVORABLE: 


Corn prices at harvest time could drop below the support level to all producers 
($1.12 per bushel). Other high protein feed prices will remain down this year. 


The ratio of inventory supplies of all business stands at 1% times one month's 
consumption. Usually it is two times one month's consumption. A sustained rate of 
production and business activity seems assured. 


Broiler and egg prices should advance from now on until the middle of the fourth quarter. 


Hog=-Corn ratio is now down to 1l to 1 as compared to 16% to 1 a year ago. This will 
take a lot of the inefficient and marginal producers out of the market since the 
present ratio is just at the break even point. 


Range and pasture conditions are about the same as last year with the exception of 
the Western Rocky Mountain area. 


UNFAVORABLE: 





Heavy marketing of hogs this fall is expected to drive prices lower, but not as low as 
the $10.60 level reached in December 1955. Prices are expected to remain low for the 


next 12 months. 


Because of strikes during the next month unemployment will probably increase from 5 
to 6 per cent of the total employable labor force, and consumer spending will be down. 


Withholding of cows and heifers from the market this year, plus lower cattle slaughter 
means a cattle population increase of a possible 5 per cent this year. Human popu- 
lation will only increase about 1/3 as fast. 


Do not expect any change in Federal Reserve policies. Money will be tight and inter- 
est rates higher for the rest of the year. 


COMMENT: As a nation wé seem to have no Federal Policy to promote both economic growth and 
stability. We are just drifting along on a wave of rising economic activity. Without a 
policy for anti-inflation and economic growth we will again find ourselves in another 


cycle of recession and stagnant production. 





FORT WORTH During July, most 
slaughter classes of 
cattle and calves on the Fort Worth 
Livestock Market showed a downward 
price trend, however, stocker and feeder 
cattle worked higher. Total receipts for 
the month showed little change in ma- 
ture cattle numbers as compared with 
a year ago. Calf receipts were slightly 
less than a year ago, but receipts of 
hogs and sheep show increased numbers. 
Compared with late last month, re- 
cent sales of slaughter steers and heif- 
ers were steady to 50¢ lower, and cows 
were $1-1.50 lower. Bulls were steady 
to strong and slaughter calves steady 
to $1 lower, with Good and Choice calves 
50c-$1 off. 

Offerings in the cattle yards this 
month showed about 35 per cent slaugh- 
ter cattle, with over half of these cows. 
About 15 per cent of the slaughter re- 
ceipts were steers and yearlings. Ap- 
proximately 63 per cent of the cattle 
receipts moved out as_ stockers and 
feeders. 

Five loads of Good and Choice 924- 
to 1,109-lb. steers moved recently at 
$28, and most Good 800- to 1,125-lb. 
steers sold from $26.50-27.50. Good and 
Choice 500- to 650-lb. heifers and steers 
turned from $27-28, with Choice $28.50- 
29.25. Standard 1,000 to 1,200-lb. steers 
moved from $24.50-26, and Utility grades 
from $20-23. Cutter and Utility light- 
weight yearlings sold from $19-23. 

Commercial cows sold early in the 
month up to $20, with recent sales of 
Utility and Commercial cows from $17- 
19.50, mostly $18.50 down. Canner and 
Cutter cows turned mostly from $12-17, 
some shelly cows down to $10. Com- 
mercial bulls reached $23 early in the 
month and best offering after July 20 
were at $22. Utility and Commercial 
bulls sold recently from $20.50-22, with 
Canner and Cutter bulls $17-20. 

Choice slaughter calves early in July 
reached $29.50, with after mid-month 
Good and Choice slaughter calves cash- 
ing from $27-28.50. Standard calves sold 
from $23.50-26.50 and Cull and Utility 
ealves $18-23.

Good and Choice 350- to 500-lb. stocker 
steer calves moved recently from $30-35, 
a few $35.25.

$25-28. Good and Choice 500- to 650-lb. 
stocker and feeder steers moved from 
$26-32, and Medium grade $23.50-26.

Local sheep and lamb supplies this 
month were much larger than at any 
other public market. Offerings were 
about 55 per cent spring lambs and 35 
per cent yearlings. Compared with a 
month ago, slaughter spring lambs were 
steady to 50c lower, but mostly steady, 
and slaughter yearlings were $1 higher. 
Most Good and Choice slaughter spring 
lambs moved recently from $20.50-21.50, 
a few early in the month $21.75. Some 
Good and Choice slaughter yearlings 
brought $17.50-18, but most Utility and 
Good slaughter yearlings sold from $16- 
17. Cull to Good slaughter ewes sold 
from $6.50-8. Medium and Good 55- to 
75-lb. spring feeder lambs moved from 
$15-17.50, and Medium and Good feeder 
yearlings $11-14, mostly $13 down. 


SAN ANTONIO Generally lower 

prices as compared 
to those at the close of the preceding 
period marked cattle trading at the 
San Antonio market during July. Lone 
exception was stocker calves which held 
about steady. Slaughter steers and heif- 
ers and slaughter calves were weak to 
50c lower; slaughter cows and bulls were 
50c-1.00 lower and stocker and feeder 
steers and heifers were steady to 50c 
lower. 

Bulk of standard 500-650 lb. mixed 
slaughter steers and heifers cashed at 
$25.50-28. Standard and occasional good 
500-575 lb. lots sold at $28.50-$29. Util- 
ity 600-650 lb. lots moved at $22-$25 
with cutters down to $19. Several lots of 
utility and standard 800-1,000 lb. steers 


Utility and occasional commercial cows 
moved in an $18-19 spread. Canners and 
cutters at $14-18 and shelly canners 
down to $12. Utility and a few commer- 
cial bulls went at $20.50-22 with can- 
ners and cutters from $18-21.

Western Ranges 

It is now virtually certain that the 
supply of forage for fall and winter 
grazing in the West will not be suffi- 
cient to encourage further expansion of 
cattle and sheep numbers in 1959, ac- 
cording to the Agricultural Marketing 
Service. Current prospects indicate range 
feed conditions this summer and fall 
will, at best, be no better than aver- 
age and that the carryover of cured 
forage for winter feed will probably be 
below average. The drouth in the south- 
west has intensified and spread until it 
covers practically the entire area west 
of the Continental Divide and south of 
the Oregon-Idaho-Wyoming border. Over 
most of this area, the present grazing 
conditions are generally the poorest for 
the past 10 to 25 years and unless sub- 
stantial moisture relief comes soon, there 
will be a significant increase in the early 
marketing of rai ge livestock. Late June 
rains relieved the drier spots on the 
northern plains and with moderate July 
temperatures, there should be some fur- 
ther improvement. The only places in 
the West where range feed conditions 
are above normal are on the central and 
southern plains. Even here, soil mois- 
ture supplies are not sufficient to pre- 
vent rather sharp declines if July tem- 
peratures should be above average. Con- 
tracting of cattle and sheep for fall 
delivery has been relatively slow in most 


areas. 


AMARILLO 


We have had some good rains and this 
country is in pretty good shape, and 
cattle are looking good. Harvest is over 
and the wheat was better than was ex- 
pected. Country shipping hasn’t started 
yet, but some shippiny will start around 
the first of August and will get heavier 
in September. Sales rings have been hav- 
ing pretty good quality of cattle but not 
too much quantity, but it is beginning to 
pick up again now that the harvest is 
over. Prices have been fairly steady 
so far.

WASHINGTON ROUNDUP

There are increasing suspicions in fed- 
eral livestock circles that the current 
cattle cycle is not of the typical boom- 
bust variety. Because of some of its ra- 
ther strange behavior, there’s even talk 

although stoutly hedged—that there’s 
no real market collapse in the works, de- 
spite all the forecasts to the contrary. 

At least three developments indicate 
that this cycle is different from most of 
those in the past. And, while no really 
solid trends have shown up yet as to 
the future course of the market, these 
developments tend to support the early 
idea that a sharp and quick price drop 
will be avoided. At least it is intriguing 
to play with the idea that there may be 
no bust. 

One of these developments is that 
there appears to be less of a speculative 
air surrounding the cattle industry than 
might be considered normal for this 
stage of the cycle. This probably results 
from the fact that prices failed to make 
a strong price gain this year. While at 
relatively high levels, prices stopped 
climbing at about the turn of the year 
and have shown some softness during 
past months. It’s possible that some of 
the less boomy feeling is due to all the 
forecasts indicating a bust. Never have 
cattlemen been deluged with so much 
information and advice on the dangers 
of over-expansion. 

Another thing that this cycle 
apart is the fact that it got off to a 
faster-than-typical start. The down-trend 
of the last cycle lasted only 2 years, 
shortest shrink on record. And even 
though total cattle inventory went up 
8 million head in the past two years, 
enough cattle continue to go to market 
to soften the impact of the numbers 
boost. A third distinguishing factor, of 
course, is that the current numbers 
buildup is mostly in steers and heifers— 
not in cows, as has been typical of other 
cycles. This limits the supply of mar- 
ketable cattle in the early 1960's. If you 
follow the cycle pattern idea, if this 
were a more or less typical cycle, cow 


sets 


numbers should be backing up in a big 
way. 

If not a bust in the early ’sixties, 
what then? The economists are caution- 
ing that it is too early to tell for sure— 
but this is the way some of them see 
it now: Prices of choice steers at Chi- 
cago this year will average $28-$29. In 
1960, they are likely to average about 
$26-$27. By 1961, they’ll be in the neigh- 
borhood of $24, and on down to about 
$22 in 1962. After that they should level 
out, according to this thinking. If this 
happens, it will be a far cry from the 
1953 crunch. You'll recall that October 
1952 Chicago prices were a hefty $32.20 
By January, they had dropped to $27.84, 
and by April, 1953, they hit bottom at 
$22. That was a $10 drop in just six 
months—compared with an expected $8 
slide-off expected to be spread over three 
years.

Federal lamb-grading will be con- 
tinued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, as a result of the loud squawks 
which followed Secretary Benson’s an- 
nounced decision to throw it out. Indi- 
cations are that Benson was somewhat 
taken aback by the general reaction he 
got from the decision. Seventeen farm 
organizations favored continuation of 
lamb-grading, all state colleges except 
one, 35 out of 52 packers, and all state 
commissioners of argriculture who com- 
mented favored continuation. 

The lamb-grading flurry is of more 
than passing interest to cattlemen. It 
is widely understood that the move to 
end federal grading of lamb was the 
foot-in-the-door eventually expected to 
lead to abolishment of federal grading 
of beef and veal. It’s all part of various 
bigger fights which are constantly going 
on with occasional big eruptions, such 
as the “big packer vs. small packer” 
and “packer vs. supermarket chain” 
fights. Benson’s reversal to keep lamb- 
grading, and to improve it, takes the 
heat off beef-grading at least for the 
time being. 


An irceresting side-light to the grad- 
ing issue is that, while Benson was call- 
ing for an end to lamb-grading, USDA’s 
top livestock expert, Harold Breimyer, 
was extolling the virtues of voluntary 
federal grading in the Livestock and 
Meat Situation report. 

- Breimyer said in part: “Widespread 
use of Federal grades has been a factor 
accounting in part for the steady growth 
in U. S. demand for beef .. . Federal 
grades are an effective basis for trans- 
mitting consumers’ desires to producers 
... Federal grading, nationally uni- 
form, is designed to serve the best in- 
terests of the entire public—producer, 
marketer, and consumer. Private grades 
are designed to serve the interests of 
the private firm originating them. . .”

The new sign-up for the Conservation 
Reserve program gets underway this 
month (August). The Agriculture De- 
partment has enough new money to con- 
tract for about 5 million acres this fall 
in addition to the 23 million already in 
the program. 

The fall signup generally carries the 
same basic rules as last year’s program, 
with a few important changes. It con- 
tinues on the offer and acceptance basis. 
If you are interested, you are required 
to file a request for a per-acre rate 
determination between August 24 and 
September 10. After the rate is set, you 
may apply for a contract at any figure 
below the maximum rate the county ASC 
committee sets on your land. 

Farmers who wanted to get into the 
program last year but were turned down 
because USDA’s money ran out will get 
first consideration. A special procedure 
has been set up to take care of these 
“priority” farmers, so check on it with 
the committee. The national average 
rental rate of $13.50 continues as-is. 
But there’s a new method of figuring 
the ceiling on payments per farm. Last 
year, payments were limited to 20 per 
cent of the actual land valuation. This 
year, no payments will total more than 
the local “fair rental value” of the 
offered acreage based on the average 
annual crop production harvested from 
that acreage during the past five crop 
years. Thus, if you didn’t crop in any of 
those years you can expect to have a 
lower ceiling than someone who did.

Contrary to an earlier announcement, 
Armour & Company will continue to 
slaughter livestock at the Denver plant, 
according to Jack Thomas, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of Armour’s midwest 
area. Thomas said the company has 
made progress in solving some of the 
problems that have contributed to the 
financial loss at the Denver plant and 
that Armour & Company hopes the posi- 
tion can be reversed in time. 


At a beef and dairy cattle auction re- 
cently held in Johannesburg, South Af- 
rica, a purebred Brahman bull, Rajah 
Ike de Manso, brought the highest price 
of the entire sale, selling for $1,969. The 
second highest price of the sale, $1,764 
was paid for a Hereford bull. High bids 
for other breeds were: Africander, 
$1,431.30; Angus, $661.50; Sussex, 
$502.70; and Beef Shorthorn, $432.10. 


The Interior Department has endorsed 
a bill to prohibit cruelty, poisoning or 
indiscriminate slaughter of wild horses 
or burros on western public lands. The 
legislation would provide penalties for 
use of airplanes or motor vehicles to 
hunt, maim, capture or kill unbranded 
horses or burros.

Cattle News 


OMAHA 


By HART JORGENSEN 


An erstwhile rally in fat cattle trade 
that carried from mid-June into early 
July petered out after the 4th and 
through most of last month sellers were 
back on the defensive. However, as of 
mid-July slaughter steers still averaged 
some 50 cents over the mid-June mean, 
but were more than a dollar short of the 


April level which was best in better than 
six years. Mid-July fat cattle trade con- 
tended with relatively heavy marketings, 
not always evenly distributed; with slow 
and sometimes lower beef sales at the 
wholesale level; with lowest hog prices 
in over 2% years; and with a major 
packing plant labor tie-up that lasted 
several days. Despite all that, the mid- 
July average price of slaughter steers 
at Omaha still was some $1.20 above a 
year earlier; likewise, better than a 
dollar ahead of a year ago was aver- 
age price of fed heifers. Slaughter steers 
at Omaha in July continued to run some 
20 pounds heavier than a year earlier. 
But fed heifer weights last month 
dropped off to their lightest level since 
last August. 


* * * 


Mid-July saw cow and stocker and 
feeder cattle and calf volume at Omaha 
perk up moderately. Cow prices zig- 
zagged a bit, but not stocker and feeder 
values. They held up well, and whenever 
choice “green” stockers showed up at 
the market, they attracted prospective 
buyers in volume. In fact, seldom if ever 
was inquiry for that class keener. A 
factor in that, of course, is an Iowa 
corn crop that’s expected to be biggest 
ever ... and likewise another tremen- 
dous feed grain crop in Nebraska, not- 
withstanding damaging hailstorms in 
several sections of the Cornhusker state. 
Early July rains improved crop pros- 
pects in Iowa and most of Nebraska; 
also helped range conditions in north 
and northwest Nebraska, and in Wyom- 
ing and South Dakota. However, the 
hay crop generally will be the shortest 
of the past several years. 


Through the first half of 1959, stocker 
and feeder cattle and calf outshipments 
from the Omaha market totalled nearly 
181,000 head, an increase of some 11 per 
cent over the first six months of 1958. 
lowa took better than half, nearly 94,000 
head; and Nebraska nearly 80,000. Illi- 
nois was third largest taker, followed, 
in order, by South Dakota, Texas, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Ohio, Alabama, Oklahoma, In- 
diana, Louisiana, North Dakota and 
Oregon.
